Chronicle 
reporter, 
photographer 
yanked from 
gay marriage 
story

T op editors at the San Francisco 
Chronicle pulled veteran City Hall 
reporter Rachel Gordon and her 
spouse, longtime Chronicle photogra¬ 
pher Liz Mangelsdorf, off the same-sex 
marriage story after the pair wed last 
week. Executive editor Phil Bronstein 
announced the decision in a memo 
sent to staffers late Friday, March 12. 

According to Bronstein’s memo, 
“numerous lengthy meetings and dis¬ 
cussions” about the matter were held. 
“The majority of editors involved in 
the story, and in the discussions, were 
in agreement on one aspect: that 
Chronicle journalists directly and per¬ 
sonally involved in a major news story 
- one in whose outcome they also have 
a personal stake - should not cover that 
story,” Bronstein’s memo stated. “It is 
that notion alone - being personally in¬ 
volved in such a specific way in the 
story one is covering - that drove our 
decision that Rachel and Liz should no 
longer cover same-sex marriage.” 

Bronstein and Chronicle reader 
representative Dick Rogers empha¬ 
sized that the issue was not the in¬ 
tegrity of Gordon and Mangelsdorf. 

“This isn’t about Rachel’s report¬ 
ing or Liz’s photography,” Rogers told 
the Bay Area Reporter on Monday. He 
said that he had been involved in 
“part of one of the meetings.” 

In his memo, Bronstein said the 
newspaper has “complete confidence 
in Rachel and Liz as professionals. Be¬ 
yond question.” 

Gordon has covered City Hall for 
years and had been covering the San 
Francisco same-sex marriages since 
they started February 12. Mangelsdorf 
took the widely seen front-page photo 
of Phyllis Lyon and Del Martin, the first 
couple to receive a San Francisco mar¬ 
riage license after Mayor Gavin New¬ 
som directed the county clerk to begin 
issuing them last month. On Thursday, 
March 11, the California Supreme 
Court ordered a halt to the marriages 
and will hear the case this spring. 

Bronstein told the B.A.R. in an e- 
mail Tuesday “this is not about gay or 
lesbian journalists here covering gay 
and/or lesbian issues. That can and 
does happen at the Chronicle, and will 
continue. This is about journalists 
participating directly in a specific 
event that is the defining event of a 
major story which they also have been 
covering: same-sex marriage.”

Herrera also said he was “encouraged” that 
the Supreme Court “invited separate lawsuits” 
to address the constitutional questions. The 
high court is only expected to hear arguments 
and decide on the narrow question of 
whether Mayor Gavin Newsom'had the au¬ 
thority to issue the marriage certificates. 

Section 308.5 of the Family Code was 
amended after voters passed the Knight ini¬ 


tiative in March 2000. Herrera said he dis¬ 
agrees with the state’s contention that San 
Francisco violated that section of the law 
when it started allowing same-sex marriages. 

“Our position is the Knight initiative is 
designed to put limitations on the state to 
recognize marriages that took place outside 
its jurisdiction. I think our political oppo¬ 
nents conveniently confused the argument,”

Pride Committee considers honors 
for those behind SF gay marriages

A s is often the case in 
history, revolutionary 
acts do not neatly con¬ 
form to everybody’s 
schedules and deadlines. 

That is why a growing 
number of community 
members are calling on the 
San Francisco LGBT Pride 
Parade and Celebration 
Committee to take steps to 
ensure that those involved in 
the city’s historic same-sex 
marriages are appropriately 
honored at this June’s event, 
despite the already-rolling 
grand marshal process. 

In letters sent both to the 
Bay Area Reporter and the 
Pride Committee, citizens 
have been urging Pride to be- 
stow the grand marshal honor on Mayor 
Gavin Newsom, whose directive allowed the 
same-sex marriages to be performed. [The 
state Supreme Court halted the marriages 
March 11.] Others are also calling for the 
honor to go to lesbian pioneers - and the first 
same-sex couple to legally wed in the city -

Phyllis Lyon and Del 
Martin. Still others point 
out that city Assessor- 
Recorder Mabel Teng 
and City Attorney Den¬ 
nis Herrera helped legit¬ 
imize and sway public 
opinion of the marriages, 
and that Board of Super¬ 
visors President Matt 
Gonzalez - who narrow¬ 
ly lost the mayoral elec¬ 
tion to Newsom in large 
part because of his Green 
Party membership - left 
the Democratic Party 
precisely because of its 
refusal to take a strong 
position on issues like 
gay marriage. 

“Mayor Gavin New¬ 
som is to be commended 
and supported for his 
stand on marriage equal¬ 
ity. Let’s not forget, though, that his former 
opponent, Matt Gonzalez, has repeatedly af¬ 
firmed the freedom to marry ... as a result, 
the mayoral campaign ended up demon¬ 
strating a political consensus for marriage 
equality in San Francisco, on which the 
mayor was able to act,” said one such letter, 



written by San Franciscan Paul Quick in the 
March 11 issue of the B.A.R. 

“I’d like to see both Newsom and Gonza¬ 
lez as Pride Parade grand marshals, in a show 
of unity.

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Lambda Lit pulls Bailey 
book from finalists list

W eeks of public protest ap¬ 
parently prompted the 
judges of the Lambda Lit¬ 
erary Awards to take action on the 
nomination of J. Michael Bailey’s 
The Man Who Would Be Queen , a 
controversial book that somehow 
made it to the Lambda finalist list 
in the transgender category, de¬ 
spite the fact that the book had 
been condemned by many trans¬ 
genders and allies, and its author’s 
scientific methods and ethics have 
been called into question. 

Last week, the Lambda Literary 
Foundation announced that the 
book was removed as a finalist, at 
the request of the awards’ judges, a 
panel of readers who will not be 
identified until the awards take 
place in June. 

According to a statement on 
the Lambda Literary Foundation 
Web Site, Executive Director Jim 
Marks took the judges’ request 
back to the finalist committee for 
a third round of discussion. Al¬ 
though divided on the issue, a ma¬ 
jority on the committee agreed to 
honor the request. 

“Because the action was un¬ 
precedented, it provoked heated dis¬ 
cussion within the finalist commit¬ 
tee,” said a statement from Marks. 

Citing censorship concerns, fi¬ 
nalist committee member and Bay 
Area Reporter television columnist 
Victoria Brownworth and others 


came out in opposition to remov¬ 
ing the book from the list, accord¬ 
ing to Marks. Other members, like 
Kris Kleindienst, disagreed that 
refusing to honor the book con¬ 
stituted censorship. 

“What we are doing is behav¬ 
ing in a responsible manner to 
make sure the list of finalists is 
compatible with the foundation’s 
mission. Having looked at the 
book closely, I am sure it is not,” 
said a statement from Kleindienst. 

Bailey, a heterosexual psycholo¬ 
gist and faculty member at North¬ 
western University, touted The Man 
Who Would Be Queen as a nonfic- 
tional, scientific account of the ex¬ 
periences and identities of male-to- 
female transsexuals. Among his 
controversial conclusions was the 
idea that MTF transsexuals fall into 
one of two categories: those who 
are effeminate gay men, and those 
who are masculine men but who 
are sexually aroused by the idea of 
themselves as women. 

Furthermore, said Bailey, most 
gay men were effeminate in child¬ 
hood, and many of them would 
have transitioned into females but 
decided they would not have been 
attractive women. 

Such broad and questionable 
conclusions, said opponents of 
Bailey’s book, not only perpetuate 
stereotypes but have real ramifica¬ 
tions for trans-specific healthcare 
needs and the greater fight for 
LGBT equality. 

Soon after its release, Bailey’s 


book was condemned by mem¬ 
bers of the Harry Benjamin Inter¬ 
national Gender Dysphoria Asso¬ 
ciation, the body of physicians 
and mental health experts respon¬ 
sible for setting the “standards of 
care” for sexual reassignment. Ad¬ 
ditionally, a group of Bailey’s re¬ 
search subjects filed a formal 
complaint with Northwestern 
University alleging that they never 
gave consent to be studied, and 
that Bailey fabricated details about 
their stories in order to fit his own 
hypotheses. Northwestern Univer¬ 
sity launched an investigation into 
Bailey’s research protocol last year. 

Nevertheless, the finalists com¬ 
mittee of Lambda Literary Awards 
originally decided to keep the 
book on its list, mostly because 
whatever harm Bailey may have 
caused to the community was not 
done intentionally. Bailey repeat¬ 
edly asserts his compassion and 
sympathy for his subjects 
throughout his book. 

Lamdba’s removal of Bailey’s 
book was hailed by many in the 
LGBT community as the right 
thing to do. 

“This has been a difficult and 
humbling experience for the 
foundation,” said Marks. “We’ve 
never before had a case in which a 
book whose author and publisher 
both affirm their support for gay, 
lesbian, bisexual, and transsexual 
rights has been opposed by those 
who say its content in fact is anti¬ 
thetical to those rights.” ▼ 
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College grads, lesbians 
rushed to wed, data shows

ut of the 4,037 same-sex 
couples who received mar¬ 
riage licenses in San Fran¬ 
cisco, lesbian couples outnum¬ 
bered gay men and nearly 70 per¬ 
cent had a college education, a de¬ 
mographic breakdown pf city 
records shows. 

Assessor-Recorder Mabel Teng 
presented the data at a news con¬ 
ference Wednesday, March 17 in¬ 
side her City Hall office. As of 3 
p.m. March 11, when the city shut 
down its same-sex marriage oper¬ 
ation due to court order, Teng and 
her staff had recorded 3,955 same- 
sex marriage licenses. 

The remaining 82 licenses the 
city issued remain at large and ex¬ 
pire after 90 days of the date is¬ 
sued. Even if returned to the city, 
Teng said her office is no longer 
able to record marriage licenses 
given to same-sex couples. 

“If they have a same-sex mar¬ 
riage license issued and came back 
today we will have to apologize 
and say we can’t record it,” said 
Teng. 

The city is still recording all the 
data from those licenses already 
received, and once that is com¬ 
plete, Teng said she would forward 
the licenses on to the state. While 
it remains unclear what, if any¬ 
thing, the state will do with them, 
Teng said until told otherwise by 
the courts, the licenses are consid¬ 
ered legal in the city and county of

San Francisco. 

“We recognize them. The 
Supreme Court never said these li¬ 
censes are illegal or nullified,” said 
Teng. 

As for the eventual outcome of 
the legal issues surrounding the 
same-sex nuptials, Teng said, “I 
am confident we will be able to re¬ 
sume this operation sometime in 
the future.” 

During the monthlong proces¬ 
sion of gay weddings, 91.4 percent 
of the couples who married came 
from California, with about 1,300 
San Francisco residents. In the Bay 
Area, 8.5 percent of the couples 
live in Oakland and 3.32 percent 
in Berkeley; 2.9 percent live in 
Sacramento. 

Two states, Washington and 
Oregon, had the second highest 
amount of couples marry, 32 from 
each state, followed by 24 from 
Nevada, -20 from New York, and 


16 from Florida. Only four states, 
Maine, Mississippi, West Virginia, 
and Wyoming, did not have any 
residents come to wed. 

The city also married 17 cou¬ 
ples from overseas, with people 
coming as far away as Thailand, 
Switzerland, Germany, Denmark, 
the Netherlands, the United King¬ 
dom, and Canada. The break¬ 
down by gender showed lesbians 
accounted for 57 percent, or 2,311 
couples, who wed, with gay men 
making up 42 percent, or 1,715. 
The city did not know the gender 
of 11 couples, and Teng said there 
is no data to show how many of 
the couples were transgender. 

The couples’ ages ranged from 
as young as 18 to the oldest being 
Del Martin, 83 and Phyllis Lion, 
79, the first couple to wed just 
after 9 a.m. Thursday, February 
12. None of the couples have yet 
to apply for annulments or di¬ 
vorces, said Teng. 

“Everyone is still happily mar¬ 
ried,” she said. 

As for the 3,300 couples who 
had made appointments to marry 
after March 11, the city notified 
via e-mail the 2,688 same-sex cou¬ 
ples who scheduled times online 
of the cancellation of those cere¬ 
monies. Working with the mayor’s 
office of neighborhood services, 
County Clerk Nancy Alfaro and 
her staff called the remaining 612 
by phone. 

Alfaro said she was unsure how 
many of those were same-sex cou¬ 
ples. ▼

New Rules Committee to pick 
remaining police commissioners

A newly re-shuffled Rules 
Committee may influence 
who is appointed to the 
city’s next Police Commission. 
Last week, Board of Supervisors 
President Matt Gonzalez an¬ 
nounced that the committee - 
which oversees such appoint¬ 
ments - would be led by Supervi¬ 
sor Sophie Maxwell, with Gonza¬ 
lez and Supervisor Michela 
Alioto-Pier as members. Also an¬ 
nounced was the temporary 
membership of Supervisors Tom 
Ammiano and Aaron Peskin, who 
will sit on the committee specifi¬ 
cally to address Police Commis¬ 
sion appointments. 

The Police Commission is 
charged with supervising and set¬ 
ting procedures for the San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Department. It came 
under fire in 2002 and 2003 for its 
handling of the “Fajitagate” scan¬ 
dal, in which many of the depart¬ 
ment’s command staff were in¬ 
dicted by a grand jury for alleged¬ 
ly covering up three off-duty offi¬ 
cers’ possible hate-motivated as¬ 
sault on two civilians. Although 


the command staff indictments 
were eventually dismissed, voters 
in search of reform last year 
passed Proposition H, which calls 
for commission appointments to 
be shared between the mayor and 
Board of Supervisors. 

Previously, the mayor alone 
made all the appointments to the 
commission. 

Mayor Gavin Newsom an¬ 
nounced earlier this month that 
his picks for the commission are 
former City Attorney Louise 
Renne; Omega Boys Club’s Exec¬ 
utive Director Dr. Joseph Mar¬ 
shall; California Small Business 
Board member Douglas Chan; 
and Police Academy graduate Joe 
Alioto Veronese, the son of former 
supervisor and mayoral candidate 
Angela Alioto and a cousin of 
Alioto-Pier. 

Newsom did not select any 
openly LGBT people for the com¬ 
mission, a gap that Supervisors 
Ammiano and Bevan Dufty said 
the board hopes to fill. But while 
Dufty said he approves of New¬ 
som’s picks, Ammiano told the 
Bay Area Reporter last week that 
he has “deep concerns” about a 
couple of them, and that his own 


vote would be considered careful¬ 
ly. Ammiano’s presence on the 
Rules Committee should help to 
get an openly LGBT person on the 
Police Commission; the supervi¬ 
sor said he was “very strong” on 
making sure that happened. 

Under Proposition H, the Po¬ 
lice Commission will soon be¬ 
come a seven-member board (up 
from five), with four of the ap¬ 
pointees coming from the mayor’s 
office, and three to be selected by 
the Board of Supervisors’ Rules 
Committee. All of the nominated 
appointees, however, have to be 
approved by a majority of the full 
board. Alioto-Pier’s presence on 
the board, however, means that 
Newsom’s choice of Alioto 
Veronese will get one less vote, as 
her office confirmed that the su¬ 
pervisor plans to recuse herself 
when her relative’s name comes 
up. 

On Tuesday, Gonzalez an¬ 
nounced that he has nominated 
Golden Gate University law pro¬ 
fessor Peter Keane to serve on the 
commission. 

The board has until May 1 to 
approve the seven selected police

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AIDS policy position 
remains vacant

, s debate heats up over 
funding for AIDS and HIV, 
4 once again a key voice is 
missing from the discussion: the 
mayor’s HIV policy adviser. 

Despite campaign pledges 
from Mayor Gavin Newsom that 
he would appoint someone to fill 
the role, two months into his ad¬ 
ministration and City Hall is still 
lacking a prominent voice for the 
AIDS community. 

In the absence of a permanent 
person in the post, Newsom’s di¬ 
rector of neighborhood services, 
Joe Caruso, has assumed the title. 
Caruso, who is openly gay, also 
serves as the mayor’s liaison to the 
LGBT community. For most of 
February and early March he has 
been largely focused on coordi¬ 
nating the same-sex marriages 
that took place at City Hall. 

With the city facing a budget 
deficit, and AIDS services already 
taking a $4 million hit in federal 
funding, Caruso said the adminis¬ 
tration is cutting out of the bud¬ 
get the $50,000 previously paid to 
the AIDS czar. Instead of it being a 
salaried position, Caruso said 
“more than likely it will be a vol¬ 
unteer position. Anyone interest¬ 
ed in doing that should get their 
resumes in to me.” 

As of earlier this month, Caru¬ 
so said there was not a leading 
candidate for the post. 

“Who that will be I don’t 
know,” he said when asked if the 
administration had anyone specif¬ 
ic in mind for the job. 

Ever since September 2001, 
when the last AIDS czar, Mike 
Shriver, went out on disability leave, 
the position has largely remained 
dormant and the duties of the office 
relegated to other officials within 
the health department’s Office of 
AIDS. The lack of such a policy per¬ 
son for so long has raised questions 
within the AIDS community if such 
a post is even needed. 

“We have not argued it was nec¬ 
essary to have a position doing this 
but I think it is important the city 
contemplate how it is going to have 
a critical role in these funding dis¬ 
cussions,” said Dana Van Gorder, di¬ 
rector of state and local affairs for 
the San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion. “At a time when we are cutting 
services it might not be ideal spend¬ 
ing money on such a position.” 

Some argue the mayor already 
has two people who serve as AIDS 
and HIV policy point people: 
openly gay Dr. Mitch Katz, direc¬ 
tor of public health, and Jimmy 
Loyce, the deputy director of the 
Office of AIDS. Others contend 
the AIDS community needs a 
voice within City Hall who is not 
tied to any department or agency. 
One idea floated to administration 
officials is appointing an HIV-pos¬ 
itive person to the city’s Health 
Commission who would also then 
serve as the HIV policy adviser. 

“San Francisco has a very good 
set of experts who know AIDS 
very well and lobby for us all the 
time,” said Project Open Hand di¬ 
rector of government affairs Jim 
Illig, whom the mayor recently ap¬ 
pointed to the Health Commis¬ 
sion. “I can’t see it happening - 
being a paid position - not when 
there are this many cuts in AIDS 
services. They don’t have money 
for an AIDS czar position.” 

Newsom is said to be consider¬ 
ing appointing a mayor’s Office of

Resource Development, which 
Illig said could be in charge of 
overseeing the AIDS funding the 
city receives. As for an AIDS czar, 
Illig has told the mayor’s staff he 
does not see a need for such a po¬ 
sition and agrees it could be filled 
on a volunteer basis. The city’s 


first AIDS czar, the late Dick 
Pabich, was not paid. 

“It would be wonderful if we 
could get somebody of some 
stature to volunteer to be the 
point person. Dick Pabich set a 
very high bar. It will be hard to 
find someone with his expertise 
and connections,” said Illig. 

Openly gay Supervisor Bevan 
Dufty said there has been a dia¬ 
logue whether the AIDS position 
should be continued or handled in 
the health department. A Newsom 
supporter, Dufty said he is not con¬ 
cerned that a decision has yet to be 
made, because “frankly the other 
appointments the mayor has been 
making are at the head of the list.” 

“The city’s AIDS policy is a 
strong interest to me and I want to 
make sure we have the best way to 
approach it. I have had activists 
tell me they are not sure the 
Mayor’s Office on AIDS Policy has 
ever lived up to its potential,” said

■pi he San Francisco Chronicles action 

v ~; this week has set a precedent that 
sends gay journalists who write for 
mainstream publications back into the clos¬ 
et by suggesting that they can’t be objective 
in news reporting. That’s our observation, 
at least, in the aftermath of the paper’s deci¬ 
sion to prohibit veteran City Hall reporter 
Rachel Gordon and photographer Liz Man- 
gelsdorf from covering the same-sex mar¬ 
riage story because the longtime couple got 
married last week, before the weddings were 
halted by the California Supreme Court. 
The Chronicle's decision is wrong. It sends 
the wrong message to gays and straights 
alike, and, in our view, should have been 
handled differently. 

The bottom line, according to a memo sent 
by Chronicle executive editor Phil Bronstein, 
was that Gordon and Mangelsdorf, by getting 
married, became personally involved in such a 
specific way in the story they were covering. 
Gordon and Mangelsdorf, Bronstein added, 
disagree with the paper’s decision. 

Immediately, analogies come to mind: 
should women reporters cover women’s is¬ 
sues, should minorities cover minority is¬ 
sues, should gays and lesbians cover gay and 
lesbian issues, etc.? But, as Bronstein said in 
a March 12 memo to the staff, “There are ar¬ 
guments, points, and analogies that could 
be used to support every position and com¬ 
peting opinion in this case, many of which 
we discussed.” In an e-mail to us, Bronstein 
said that he’s avoided analogies “because 
none can be exact.” 

So, it’s more than analogies. In fact, we 
would argue that all of us - gay and straight 
- have a personal stake in the marriage story. 
Bronstein rejected that point as well when he 
told us, “I do think there’s a difference be¬ 
tween having a personal stake in a story and 
actually participating in that story.” 

We refute Brontsein’s main contention 
that Gordon and Mangelsdorf “actually par¬ 
ticipated” in the story. From what we know, 
the pair did not have a public ceremony; 
rather it was private and was not a media 
event like some of the other weddings that 
occurred. In fact, if Gordon and Mangels¬ 
dorf hadn’t gotten married, that could have 
presented a conflict, because the reason for 
not getting married would have been to pre¬ 
serve their news assignments. 


The Chronicle’s decision goes to the very 
core of who we are and why our love is con¬ 
sidered so different from everyone else’s. As 
San Francisco’s monthlong wedding march 
demonstrated, there is no difference. The 
thousands of gay and lesbian couples who 
tied the knot in City Hall showed the 
world that we’re just like heterosex¬ 
ual married couples. 

Gordon has been the Chroni- , 
cle’s lead City Hall reporter for 
years, and has done some excel¬ 
lent reporting. In fact, her coverage 
of gay marriages (until she was barred) 
was fair, balanced, and included both 
sides of the issue. Since the 
paper’s decision was an¬ 
nounced, the National Lesbian 
and Gay Journalists Associa¬ 
tion and several gay activists have criticized 
the move. NLGJA President Steven Petrow 
said the Chronicle should have been trans¬ 
parent about the issue, and addressed it head 
on. Readers should have been informed so 
they could make their own decisions. In fact, 
as of Wednesday the Chronicle hadn’t ad¬ 
dressed the controversy in its own pages. 

Contrast the situation at the Chronicle 


with what KQED-FM did when it faced a 
similar situation. On-air personality Scott 
Shafer disclosed during his program last Fri¬ 
day that he had married his partner. That 
decision was made after Shafer and station 
officials discussed the matter, and while 
Shafer won’t be doing day-to-day coverage 
of same-sex marriage (he wasn’t before 
he got married), his marriage has not 
affected his ability to interview guests 
on the issue. Both Shafer and the sta¬ 
tion’s management are supportive of 
how the issue was resolved. 

Instead of rising to the occasion 
and confronting an issue involving 
one of the most important sto¬ 
ries of the year, sadly, the 
Chronicle has opted for what is 
most convenient for manage¬ 
ment: penalizing two well-respected jour¬ 
nalists who love each other and wanted that 
love recognized with a civil marriage license. 

We strongly urge the Chronicle to recon¬ 
sider its decision and put Gordon and Man¬ 
gelsdorf back where they belong - covering 
San Francisco and the Bay Area with no 
strings attached, including the battle over 
same-sex marriage. T 




Marriage = acceptance

f | '' hy is the word “marriage” itself 
1 such an issue in relationship to gay 
1 rights? Because allowing gay peo¬ 
ple to use this word would symbolize basic 
acceptance of gay sexuality and the sexuali¬ 
ty of other sexual minorities such as trans¬ 
sexuals and intersex folks. Too many people 
are just not yet ready or willing to internal¬ 
ize such acceptance. Fighting a civil rights 
struggle for secular civil gay marriage may 
succeed. The principle of the separation of 
church and state must be held high. But un¬ 
less antigay (often religiously based) world¬ 
views are replaced, the struggle for gay civil 
marriage (not to mention religiously blessed 
gay marriage) may be a very long one. Rec¬ 
ognizing that the civil rights argument alone 
is not enough, the following theses are of¬ 
fered as discussion points in the struggle for 
hearts and minds as to the equal value of 
heterosexual and sexual minority marriage 
relationships. 

The “structure” of creation is not hetero¬ 
sexuality but diversity. (The main biblical 
creation image in Genesis is the diversity of 
a garden. The Hebrew Bible is antithetical 
to “fertility religion” which overemphasized 
sex. Heterosexuality is only one part of na¬ 
ture.) 

Sexual orientation is morally neutral. 
Basic sexual ethics are the same for every¬ 
body - responsibility, non-exploitation, 
consent, respect, care, and love. 

Marriage is not only about procreation. 
Infertility does not bar a heterosexual cou¬ 
ple from marrying, so neither is lack of off¬ 
spring a legitimate argument against gay 
marriage. Besides, there are many ways in 


which gay couples can become parents and 
form family units. 

Anything less than gay marriage creates 
second-class citizens and second-class fam¬ 
ilies. The United States is a constitutional 
democracy. Separate is not equal. In a con¬ 
stitutional democracy majority vote is not 
the only bottom line. The protection of the 
rights of minorities is also a core principle. 
A number of major court decisions have 
held that the constitutional obligation to 
protect the general principle of equali¬ 
ty is greater than the obligation to 
promote a particular limited version 
of morality. 

For much of Western history 
most marriages were “common 
law” unions without benefit of cler¬ 
gy or ceremony. Only upper class 
folks with significant 
property formalized their 
marriages, which were 
often more like business 
transactions than “love unions.” In biblical 
times women were generally seen as prop¬ 
erty more than as persons. Women were fre¬ 
quently viewed as not even fully human. 
Even the dated New Testament image of the 
husband as the “head” of the wife insisted 
that as “head” the man was to “give himself 
for” the wife as Christ loved and served the 
church. 

Marriage is more about customs and 
mores than about basic ethical principles. 
The United States is multicultural. There is 
a lot of polygamy in the Bible and in some 
cultures yet .today. What real harm does 
consensual polygamy or polyandry do? To 
oppose later cultural developments by cit¬ 
ing the mores of biblical times is to demon¬ 
strate both anthropological and theological 


ignorance. 

It is irrational prejudice that condemns 
gay people for being promiscuous and then 
condemns gay people for wanting to marry. 
Catch-22’s are unjust and, therefore, im¬ 
moral. Another example of gay folks being 
“damned if they do and damned if they 
don’t” is that if their orientation is seen as a 
choice it is denounced as sinful but if it is 
seen as caused by biological factors such as 
genetics or hormones it is seen as a curable 
disorder. Either way gay folks are being 
taught to hate themselves. 

Supreme Court Justice Harry Blackman 
wrote: “The fact that individuals 
define themselves in a significant 
way through their intimate sex¬ 
ual relationships with others 
suggests, in a nation as diverse 
as ours, that there may be 
many ‘right’ ways of con¬ 
ducting those relation¬ 
ships, and that much of 
the richness of a relationship will come 
from the freedom an individual has to 
choose the form and nature of these in¬ 
tensely personal bonds.” 

Canada, Holland, Denmark, Norway, 
and Australia allow their citizens to bring 
same-sex lovers into the country as legal res¬ 
idents. Some of these countries also have le¬ 
galized gay civil marriage (religious groups 
are not required to bless such marriages). 
There is a significant trend here and to stand 
against it is as backward as it was to stand 
against suffrage for women and freedom for 
slaves. T

Leno’s record is solid 

Assemblyman Mark Leno’s support of John 
Kerry’s position on gay marriage is hardly reason to 
worry.

The rise of trans politics

hen the transgender 
community really 
began to gain a voice 
in the early 1990s, the concept 
of being politically active 

- and having any 
impact by doing so 

- seemed like a pie- 
in-the-sky dream. 

Who would take a 
loose and some¬ 
times troubled 
coalition of cross¬ 
dressers, transsexu¬ 
als, and others under the 
transgender umbrella with 
any seriousness? 

I know I felt this way when I 
was making my own first tentative 
steps into the community, unsure 
if I really wanted to be any part of 
what I saw as pointless, in-your- 
face activism. After all, I was only 
a few doors from City Hall in the 
small, mostly-industrial town in 
which I grew up, and I knew that 
if a transgender person walked in 
there demanding rights they 
would be laughed out of the 
chambers. 

To say that times have 
changed is an understate¬ 
ment. 

In the decade since 
the first Tran¬ 
sexual Menace 
actions, the 
transgender 
community has gone from a 
group treated as a “fringe ele¬ 
ment” - at best - to one with more 
than a small amount of political 
purchase. 

Nowhere is this more true than 
in San Francisco, where transgen¬ 
der people serve on city commis¬ 
sions, a transgender political cau¬ 
cus, and have worked hard to 
make sure that our elected offi¬ 
cials do work for the needs of all 
those who voted for them. Issues 
over transgender support helped 
shape the state Assembly victory 
of Mark Leno, who has proven - 
in spite of assertions from his op¬ 
ponent in that 2002 race - he will 
work to secure statewide trans¬ 
gender rights needs. 

It is more than just local poli¬ 
tics. For the first time in any pres¬ 
idential race, I’ve seen the candi¬ 
dates take a stance on transgender 
rights. The positions have been all 
over the board, from the some- 
where-beyond-supportive stance 
of Dennis Kucinich to the non¬ 
support of presumptive Democ¬ 
ratic nominee John Kerry when it 
comes to such hot-button issues 
as transgender inclusion in the 
Employment Non-Discrimina¬ 
tion Act. 

Of course, while no one has 



der people for some idea of their 
wants and needs. Former candi¬ 
date Howard Dean did seek input 
from the transgender community, 
and did shape some of his policies 
based on this feedback. Kerry, too, 
may be softening his stance, and is 
also reaching out to transgender 
individuals. 

He is more 



specifically asked George W. Bush 
for his opinion on transgender 
rights - not that he’d be likely to 
give an opinion either way - I 
would be remiss if I didn’t men¬ 
tion the “Bush Cheney ’04” 
posters seen circulating in Texas 
last week. These included a cam¬ 
paign promise I’ve not heard on 
the nightly news: “Making 
Gays and Transgendereds 
[sic] Illegal!” These 
I posters may not have the 
opinion of the candidates 
at heart, but they do speak 
volumes of their support¬ 
ers. 

Transpeople 
have already 
been serving on 
phone banks and other efforts to 
get out the vote for many of the 
Democratic candidates, and yet 
again this year there will be trans¬ 
gender individuals serving as del¬ 
egates - possibly within both par¬ 
ties’ conventions this time around. 

During an election year the an¬ 
nual Transgender Lobby Days - 
presented this year by the Nation¬ 
al Transgender Advocacy Coali¬ 
tion in late April - take on more 
meaning, helping to focus on the 
needs of the community during a 
time when politicians become 
candidates, and promises of sup¬ 
port may be more readily made. 

Yet again, the focus will be on 
the need for very clear transgen- 
der-inclusive language within the 
Employee Non-Discrimination 
and Local Law Enforcement En¬ 
hancement (hate crimes) acts. 

Prior to the lobby days, the Na¬ 
tional Center for Transgender 
Equality will be hosting Congres¬ 
sional Education Week, which 
may well serve to pave the way for 
an even more successful lobby day 
than has been seen in previous 
years. 

This has been more than a 
one-way street, as some of the

than welcome 
to drop me a 
line just as 
Mike Evans, a 
congressional 
candidate for Mis¬ 
souri’s Third Dis¬ 
trict,* did last week. 
To quote his basic 
stance toward transgen¬ 
der people, “As a gay man myself, 
I’m accepting of whatever people 
are and do.” Still, I was glad he 
gave me a call, so we could talk 
specifics. 

I was fortunate enough to have 
just spoken with a transwoman 
who had emigrated from the 
Show Me State just hours before 
talking to Mr. Evans, and was able 
to discuss with him some of the 
federal and state needs. Better 
than that, he seemed to get the 
importance of those needs. One 
can hope that his way of thinking 
will soon be seen with other can¬ 
didates. 

For me, it is wonderful to see 
positive change during what has 
otherwise been a difficult few 
years, especially in the midst of 
the debate over same-sex marriage 
- whatever that means to those of 
us who may be deemed one sex in 
one location, and quite another 
elsewhere. It’s nice to know that 
there are candidates who are will¬ 
ing to ask about my needs, and 
who are willing to take a moment 
to listen. 

I think back to those days of 
my youth, near my old home¬ 
town’s City Hall, and how power¬ 
less a transgender person would 
be within those walls. Today, I am 
able to wander through the doors 
of much larger government build¬ 
ings and actually work for change. 

With this much change in the 
way transgender people have been 
perceived in the political arena 
just over the last decade, what 
might we see in 10 years? Perhaps 
the next pie-in-the-sky will be see¬ 
ing transgender people throwing 
their own hats into the ring, and 
seeing our runs for elective office 
be taken seriously. That is a dream 
worth achieving. ▼

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Democrats move to 
unite behind Kerry

ith Senator John Kerry 
having picked up enough 
committed delegates 
even before Tuesday’s Illinois pri¬ 
mary to assure him of the 2,162 
needed for a first-ballot nomina¬ 
tion at the Democratic convention 
in July, and with former oppo¬ 
nents like John Edwards, 
Howard Dean, Bob Graham, and 
Joseph Lieberman quickly lining 
up behind his candidacy, the De¬ 
mocratic Party is seemingly going 
into a head-on battle with Repub¬ 
lican George W. Bush this elec¬ 
tion year more united than it has 
been in a number of years. 

While Ralph Nader, a 70- 
year-old over-the-hill political 
egomaniac has joined the cam¬ 
paign to re-elect the president, 
against the advice of most of his 
former supporters, and still 
threatens the success of 
the Democratic nominee 
in close states like Florida 
and New Hampshire, 
hopefully, many who 
voted for him in 2000 
will see Nader’s non¬ 
sense about the lack of 
any difference 
between the 
Republicans 
and Democrats 
this time around. The conven¬ 
tional wisdom is that Nader, run¬ 
ning as an independent, will get 
far fewer than the 2.7 percent of 
the electorate he received four 
years ago. Still in states like Ore¬ 
gon, New Mexico, Florida, New 
Hampshire, and Minnesota, 
where Democrat Al Gore lost to 
Bush by only a few thousand 
votes, if disgruntled Democratic 
voters waste their votes on Nader, 
his candidacy could once again 
give the presidency to Bush, par¬ 
ticularly if the November election 
is as close as predicted. 

Dean, the man who energized 
many Democratic voters during 
the primary season, sees the dan¬ 
ger of a Nader candidacy and dur¬ 
ing an appearance on Meet the 
Press Sunday appealed to his for¬ 
mer supporters and other De¬ 
mocrats urging them to stay with 
“John Kerry and the Democratic 
Party” and telling them to “not be 
tempted by independent or third- 
party candidates this November.” 
Meanwhile, national Democratic 
leaders who had seemingly faced 
a bleak campaign landscape earli¬ 
er this year are now looking to 
Kerry’s quick capture of their 
party’s presidential nomination to 
help them gain ground on Repub¬ 
licans in both the House and Sen¬ 
ate in November. 

Though the election is still 
eight months away, Democratic 
strategists note that Kerry leads 
Bush in several polls, has im¬ 
proved notably as a crowd-pleas¬ 
ing campaigner, and has a military 
record and foreign policy experi¬ 
ence that could help Democrats 
running for Congress in several 
key states. 

While Democrats admit they 
still need “more than a little luck 
and a breeze behind our backs” to 
actually take back the House of 
Representatives, now controlled 
228-205 by the Republicans, the _ 
chances of regaining the U.S. Sen¬ 
ate appear to be regarded as “pos¬ 
sible, if not probable,” with a 
strong Kerry-Edwards, Kerry-Gra¬ 
ham, or Kerry-Richard Gephardt 


team at the head of the ticket. 

In the U.S. Senate, a Democra¬ 
tic pick-up of only two GOP-held 
seats, assuming the Democrats 
lose none that they now hold, 
would turn control of that upper 
body to the Democrats, since the 
lone independent, Senator Jim 
Jeffords (Vermont) votes with 
Democrats for organizational 
purposes. 

National Democrats are also 
buoyed by Ben Chandler’s victo¬ 
ry in last month’s special election 
in Kentucky, a state won by Bush 
in 2000 by 15 percentage points. 
Chandler, a Democrat, won in a 
congressional district long held by 
the GOR In addition, Democrats 
hold out high hopes for yet an¬ 
other special election scheduled 
for June in South Dakota where a 
Democrat has a good chance of 
picking up the GOP seat held by 
former Representative Bill Jan- 
klow, now in jail follow¬ 
ing his December 2003 
conviction of second- 
degree manslaughter 
in connection with 
an auto accident that 
killed a man. 

National party lead¬ 
ers could actually be 
spouting a lot 
of wishful 
thinking, but 
those like Rep¬ 
resentative Nancy Pelosi (D-San 
Francisco), this week predicted 
that a unified party behind Kerry 
might bring “real fusion in the 
Democratic message.” Pelosi 
added that Democrats running 
for both the House and the Senate 
in particular would stress the 
“abuse of power” by GOP leaders, 
whom she called the “handmaid¬ 
ens of special interests.” 

Republicans hold a huge ad¬ 
vantage in fundraising and con¬ 
trol the agenda of the Congress 
through the rest of this year, but 
national Democrats are feeling 
that having gotten through the 
presidential nomination process 
with little bitterness, they appear 
to be anxious to unites behind 
Kerry and improve their lot in 
both the House of Representatives 
and the U.S. Senate. 

Democratic campaign strate¬ 
gists are reportedly urging Kerry 
to “cautiously take his time” in se¬ 
lecting his vice presidential run¬ 
ning mate, and most national De¬ 
mocratic leaders feel that the 
party will come out of its Boston 
nominating convention united as 
seldom before, giving real hope of 
making George W. Bush, like his 
father before him, a one-term 
president.

When David Knight, the mid¬ 
dle son of antigay, right-wing state 
Senator William “Pete” Knight 

(R-Palmdale) married his long¬ 
time partner Joe Lazzaro in San 
Francisco’s City Hall last week, he 
said he told his two straight broth¬ 
ers, who are supportive of him, but 
didn’t advise his father, though he 
“assumed” his brothers had passed 
on the word. David Knight, 43, 
who flew here from his home in 
Baltimore with partner Lazzaro 
for the ceremony, said he “loves 
my father dearly and miss him 
very much” but added that “still, if 
he’s going to continue to attack 
something that affects me person¬ 
ally and affects my friends, and do 
something that I believe is wrong, 

I just can’t not try to make my own 


statement.” David Knight told re¬ 
porters “I’m here in San Francisco 
with Joe to confront something 
that I believe in very strongly - and 
that my father believes the other 
way.” The younger Knight said that 
six months ago, he called his father 
“just out of the blue, to see if we 
couldn’t slowly try to mend things, 
but it was futile.” 

Meanwhile, President Bush as¬ 
sured his evangelical base last 
week that he’s still firmly in its 
pocket when he touted his “com¬ 
passionate conservative” agenda 
to the National Association of 
Evangelicals Convention in Col¬ 
orado Springs. Bush said via satel¬ 
lite that his administration is 
“working to build a culture of 
life.” He cited a law he signed in 
November that bans a late-term 
abortion procedure, and pointed¬ 
ly repeated his intention to get a 
constitutional ban on gay mar¬ 
riage. Evangelical Christians are a 
key core constituency for Bush; 
voter surveys in 2000 showed that 
Christian conservatives preferred 
the Bush-Cheney ticket to the 
Gore-Lieberman ticket by 80 per¬ 
cent to 18 percent. 

Congrats to LCR: In a dramat¬ 
ic break with President Bush, the 
Log Cabin Republicans, the largest 
national group of gay Republicans, 
announced last week that it’s 
launching a $1 million ad cam¬ 
paign attacking the Bush adminis¬ 
tration for trying to ban same-sex 
marriage. The ad uses footage of 
Vice President Dick Cheney say¬ 
ing during the 2000 campaign that 
the matter should be left to the 
states. Bush’s determination to en¬ 
dorse a constitutional amendment 
barring same-sex marriage was 
“the line in the sand” for the 27- 
year-old gay GOP group, which 
has never ran a television ad be¬ 
fore, said Executive Director 
Patrick Guerriero. He added that 
the group had warned the White 
House that “despite our historic 
loyalty to the party and the presi¬ 
dent, we would be forced to speak 
out if gay and lesbian families were 
going to be used as wedge issues in 
key swing states [in this election].” 
Now if the San Francisco County 
GOP committee could just see the 
wisdom of the Log Cabin group 
on the gay marriage issue. 

The “Political Phoenix” award 
of this political season goes to 
onetime East Bay Assembly pow¬ 
erhouse Johan Klehs (D) who a 
few years ago was termed-out of 
the Assembly, and got himself 
elected to the state Board of 
Equalization for a couple of terms. 
Now Klehs is headed back to the 
Assembly (sort of the Carole 
Migden route, I guess.) 

Mayor Gavin Newsom, Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Kamala Harris, As¬ 
sessor Mabel Teng, and Supervi¬ 
sors Tom Ammiano and Tony 
Hall each received a good recep¬ 
tion from the crowd at Sunday’s 
St. Patrick’s Day parade. 

City Hall rumors have it that 
Geary Boulevard businessman 
and civic leader David Heller is 
set to run against District 1 Su¬ 
pervisor Jake McGoldrick this 
year. 

And in District 4, Supervisor 
Fiona Ma and Superior Court 
Judge Lillian Sing, both really 
fine people, are reportedly ready 
to slug it out to replace Assembly- 
man Leland Yee (D) in the 12th 
Assembly District when he runs 
for the state Senate in 2006.

Gay marriage 
and procreation 


by Dale Carpenter 

A common argument against 
gay marriage is that mar¬ 
riage is for procreation and 
gay couples cannot procreate. Let’s 
call it the procreationist argu¬ 
ment. Is it persuasive? 

The procreationist argument 
starts with the indisputable 
proposition that procreation is in¬ 
dispensable to human survival. It 
then posits that marriage exists 
to encourage this indispensable 
act to occur within a lasting 
union. The procreationist 
may concede that mar¬ 
riage has other purpos¬ 
es, for example, providing 
married person with a 
mary caretaker and 
channeling sexual ac¬ 
tivity into monoga¬ 
mous commitments. 

Still, the procreationist maintains, 
these other purposes serve mainly 
to help sustain the overarching 
marital purpose of encouraging 
procreation and stabilizing family 
life for the resulting children. 

Individual gay persons can 
procreate, of course, through 
means such as artificial insemina¬ 
tion and surrogacy arrangements. 
But gay Couples, note the procre¬ 
ationists, cannot procreate as a 
couple. The distinction is impor¬ 
tant, they say, because parents 
tend to give better care to biolog¬ 
ical children than to adopted chil¬ 
dren. Further, no event helps the 
durability of a relationship like the 
birth of the couple’s biological 
child. 

According to the procreation¬ 
ist argument, it is the unique pro- 
creative capacity of male-female 
couples that justifies the unique 
status of marriage itself. It is the 
one essential attribute of mar¬ 
riage, supplying its historic male- 
female definition. 

But so what? What are the 
practical consequences of cutting 
the marriage-procreation connec¬ 
tion? I can think of two possible 
fears. One fear is that procreation 
itself would slow down, perhaps 
below the “replacement rate,” the 
level at which humans must re¬ 
produce in order to stay ahead of 
deaths. This slowdown would im¬ 
peril the species. The other fear is 
that, as the connection between 
marriage and procreation is loos¬ 
ened, procreation may increasing¬ 
ly occur outside of marriage. Both 
at once could happen, and both 
would be bad. 

What do we make of this argu¬ 
ment? If gay marriage would 
doom human life on Earth and/or 
mean significantly more illegiti¬ 
mate children, it should be resist-

pri 


ed no matter how much gay cou¬ 
ples need it. 

But neither of these conse¬ 
quences seems likely. It’s not clear 
why straight people would stop 
procreating if gays could marry. 
The factors driving people to re¬ 
produce - the needs for love and 
to love another, the purported in¬ 
stinct to propagate one’s genes, re¬ 
ligious obligations - would still 
exist if Adam and Steve could 
marry. 

It’s also not clear why gay 
marriage would drive more 
straight couples to repro¬ 
duce outside marriage. 
The benefits of marital 
procreation would still be 
available to them, after all. 
The problems of non-marital 
procreation would 
still be there to dis¬ 
courage it. 

But fortunately 
we do not have to guess at the 
probability of these cataclysmic 
consequences because we already 
have much experience with sever¬ 
ing the link between marriage and 
procreation. 

No couple has ever been re¬ 
quired to procreate in order to 
marry. No couple has ever even 
been required to be able to pro¬ 
create in order to marry. Sterile 
couples and old couples can 
marry. Couples physically able to 
procreate but who do not want to 
procreate can get married. 

Many married opposite-sex 
couples already fit into one of 
these non-procreative categories. 
They are a larger segment of the 
population by far than gay mar¬ 
ried couples ever would be. Yet de¬ 
spite this inherent or explicit re¬ 
jection of the procreative marital 
duty, humans continue to procre¬ 
ate and marriage continues to be 
the normative situs for procre¬ 
ation. 

The procreationists have two 
responses to the non-procreative- 
couples argument. First, they say 
laws are made for the general rule, 
not the exceptions. Most oppo¬ 
site-sex couples can reproduce, 
but no gay couple can. Second, the 
failure to require married couples 
to procreate is only a concession 
to the impracticality and intru¬ 
siveness of imposing a procreation 
requirement. It is not an aban-

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donment of the procreation prin¬ 
ciple. It would be unthinkable, on 
privacy grounds alone, to subject 
couples to fertility tests as a re¬ 
quirement for marriage. We need 
no such intrusive test to know gay 
couples can’t reproduce, the pro¬ 
creationists observe. 

The first response is an eva¬ 
sion. Laws often state general rules 
but provide exceptions where ap¬ 
propriate and just. Gay marriage, 
like non-procreative straight mar¬ 
riage, is an appropriate and just 
exception to the procreationists’ 
rule that marriage exists for pro¬ 
creation. 

The second response is equally 
unavailing. If we were serious 
about the procreationist project, 
we could require prospective mar¬ 
ried couples to sign an affidavit 
stating they are able to procreate 
and intend to procreate. If in, say, 
10 years they had not procreated 
we could presume they are either 
unable or unwilling to do so and 
could dissolve the marriage as un¬ 
worthy of the unique institution. 

That would be neither imprac¬ 
tical nor require an invasive fertil¬ 
ity test. That no one has proposed 
it, or anything like it, suggests we 
do not take the narrow procre¬ 
ationist vision of marriage very 
seriously. Marriage is not essen¬ 
tially about procreation because 
procreation is not essential to any 
marriage. 

Further, this second response 
suggests that the general rule of 
procreation must bend to the 
overriding needs and interests of 
couples unable or unwilling to live 
by it. If that exception exists for 
non-procreative straight couples, 
why not for non-procreative gay 
couples? If there is an answer to 
this question, it cannot be found 
in the procreationist argument. 

So the procreationist rule, re¬ 
fined in light of actual lived expe¬ 
rience, is this: Nobody is required 
to procreate in order to marry, ex¬ 
cept gay couples. It’s a rule made 
to reach a predetermined conclu¬ 
sion, not for good reasons. ▼

and Dennis Herrera, who have 
each in their own roles stepped up 
to show leadership on marriage 
equality,” continued Quick, who 
added that the city should also 
give a grand marshal nod to New 
Paltz, New York Mayor Jason 
West, whose own decision to offer 
same sex marriages resulted in 
misdemeanor criminal charges 
being filed against him. 

Similarly, an e-mail sent by 
Allen White to Pride Executive Di¬ 
rector Teddy Witherington em¬ 
phasized the need for the organi¬ 
zation to round out the choices, 
considering that public nomina¬ 
tions ended in January, before the 
marriages took place. 

“As deserving as all those up 
for consideration this year, the re¬ 
ality is that San Francisco and our 
community are the number one 
news story in America and will 
continue to be so through June. In 
the eyes of the worldwide LGBT 
community, Gavin Newsom over¬ 
whelms any other choice,” wrote 
White. “Having said that, the tra¬ 
dition of your organization is for 
grand marshals to be from our 
community. To that I would offer 
that every couple having a mar¬ 
riage license should be the quali¬ 


fication for this category.” 

The Pride Committee for the 
past two years has drawn on sev¬ 
eral bodies when selecting its pa¬ 
rade grand marshals: public nom¬ 
inations and voting, which is al¬ 
ready under way; a selection from 
a committee of past grand mar¬ 
shals; and a selection from the 
Pride general membership. The 
Pride board also may add its own 
grand marshal choices, although it 
usually only chooses to do so to 
ensure diversity in the grand mar¬ 
shal line-up. 

Rest assured, the extraordinary 
events in San Francisco have not 
been lost on Pride officials. 

“History has been made and 
this will be reflected at the event,” 
Witherington said in his response 
to White’s e-mail. “The details of 
how this is reflected remains to be 
seen and as I am sure you are 
aware, many of the decisions 
which SF Pride makes are in¬ 
formed and, in many cases direct¬ 
ed, through an extensive program 
of public participation and out¬ 
reach.” 

Pride President Joey Cain told 
the B.A.R. that individual discus¬ 
sions have already begun on how to 
honor the people behind the city’s 
monumental action. Those discus¬ 
sions will be introduced at upcom¬ 
ing meetings and may influence the 
overall content of the event. 


“We are about to announce 
that we plan on working with 
Marriage Equality California to 
create a whole featured marching 
contingent of folks who got mar¬ 
ried in San Francisco,” said Cain, 
who added that gay music groups 
will be a part of that contingent. 

As far as honoring Newsom, 
Lyon and Martin, and others, 
there are several considerations 
that may factor in to the discus¬ 
sions. Cain noted that Lyon and 
Martin have been grand marshals 
of the Pride parade in the recent 
past, and that the 50th anniversary 
of the Daughters of Bilitis - the 
lesbian organization the women 
founded - is next year, prompting 
him and others to give the honor 
to the couple in 2005. He also said 
that the city’s mayor traditionally 
addresses the Pride crowd from 
the main stage, and that what may 
end up happening is a public 
recognition of Newsom and oth¬ 
ers from the stage. 

But the topic is still very much 
alive - and undecided - and Cain 
said that public comment at the 
next Pride board meeting is wel¬ 
come and encouraged. The board 
meets the first Tuesday of every 
month; interested observers and 
participants should therefore re¬ 
port to the Pride office at 1380 
Market Street, Suite 903, on April 
6 at 7 p.m. T

Dufty. “I am interested, I am open 
to what people’s thoughts and 
ideas are on the best way we can 
stay at the leading edge of AIDS 
policy issues.” 

Last week in a meeting with 
Newsom’s top gay staffers, deputy 


chief of staff Steve Kawa and pol¬ 
icy director Joyce Newstat, the co¬ 
chairs of the FJIV Health Services 
Planning Council specifically 
asked for the mayor to appoint an 
HIV policy adviser. Co-chair Brad 
Hume said they also requested the 
mayor maintain a presence on the 
national CARE coalition, Com¬ 
munities Advocating for Emer¬ 
gency AIDS Relief, a national lob¬

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Log Cabin begins campaign to 
defeat marriage amendment

L og Cabin Republicans last 
week unveiled a million-dol- 
lar campaign to stop a con¬ 
stitutional amendment that would 
ban gay marriage. 

The centerpiece of the cam¬ 
paign, unveiled at a March 10 
Capitol Hill news conference, is a 
30-second black and white televi¬ 
sion ad that features Vice Presi¬ 
dent Dick Cheney during the 2000 
campaign. Cheney defended the 
option of states to choose to rec¬ 
ognize same-sex relationships. 

“The radical right wanted a 
culture war - they’ve got it now,” 
said Patrick Guerriero, Log 
Cabin’s executive director. “We 
will not remain silent if gay and 
lesbian families are used as a 
wedge issue in this election. 

“The antifamily Federal Mar¬ 
riage Amendment would turn 
back the clock on gay and lesbian 
civil rights by denying not only 
civil marriage, but also jeopardiz¬ 
ing civil unions and even domes¬ 
tic partner benefits. 

“Loyalty doesn’t mean check¬ 
ing one’s principles at the door, 
loyalty means having the courage 
to tell someone when they are 
wrong,” Guerriero added. “As Re¬ 
publicans, it is our obligation to 
stand up and speak out when our 
party is headed in the wrong di¬ 
rection.” 

Log Cabin spokesman Mark 
Mead was on the floor of the 1992 
Republican National Convention 
when Pat Buchanan stepped to the 
podium. “I witnessed Buchanan 
launch the culture war that helped 
defeat the first President Bush. It 
felt like I had been kicked in the 
stomach when Buchanan made 
his antigay tirade. I felt the same 
sensation last month when the 
current President Bush endorsed 
an antifamily constitutional 
amendment.” 

Mead compared arguments for 
the FMA with rhetoric he heard 
about interracial marriage grow¬ 
ing up in Mississippi. Mead said, 
“I want my president and my 
party on the right side of history 
- standing with the Log Cabin Re¬

publicans in defense of freedom, 
fairness, and equality.” 

“The party must return to its 
principles - federalism, states 
rights, and liberty for all Ameri¬ 
cans,” said Bob Kabel, former 
chair of Log Cabin and a Bush 
delegate to the Republican Na¬ 
tional Committee in 2004 from 
Washington, D.C. 

“The Republican Party envi¬ 
sioned by my former boss, Ronald 
- Reagan, was a big tent with room 
for all Americans. I stand here, 
today to ask my party to respect 
the principles of liberty that make 
this the best nation in the world,” 
Kabel said. 

The television ad began run¬ 
ning on March 11 in the Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. market and in seven 
swing states where much of the 
presidential campaign will be fo¬ 
cused. Those states are Florida, 
Minnesota, Missouri, New Hamp¬ 
shire, New Mexico, Ohio, and 
Wisconsin. 

A thousand copies of the ad are 
being sent to party and elected of¬ 
ficials, and print advertising will 
follow. Guerriero said the scope of 
the ongoing campaign will de¬ 
pend on the resources LCR is able 
to raise. 

He claimed “unprecedented 
support. In fact, Log Cabin has re¬ 
ceived more donations and more 
calls for new members and new 
chapters in the last two weeks than 
at any other time in our 27-year 


history.” 

“The fight against the constitu¬ 
tional amendment has woken up 
the giant which is the millions of 
gay and lesbian Americans - our 
families, our neighbors, our 
cnworkers - who simply don’t 
want to remain silent during this 
historic moment as the nation 
grapples with how to recognize 


gay and lesbian families,” Guer¬ 
riero said. 

Guerriero chastised the White 
House for listening to political ad¬ 
vice from Gary Bauer, Pat Robert¬ 
son, and Pat Buchanan. “I would 
remind them that they are all 
failed presidential candidates. In 
fact, all of them have run against 
Bushes in their lifetimes. I’m not 
sure why Karl Rove would spend 
his time taking counsel from 
failed presidential campaigns.” 

Rove is the president’s chief 
political adviser. 

Guerriero left open the possi¬ 
bility that Log Cabin still might 
endorse Bush’s re-election; that is 
a decision that will be made by the 
board, after the GOP convention 
in September. Part of that decision 
will depend on what happens be¬ 
tween now and then; whether gay 
marriage is used as a wedge issue 
by the campaign and what, if any¬ 
thing, is offered to gay Americans. 

“We know what the president 
is against; he’s against gay mar¬ 
riage. So is John Kerry,” said Guer¬ 
riero, referring to the presumptive 
Democratic nominee. “We want 
to know what the president is for. 
Does he support civil unions? 
Does he support domestic part¬ 
nerships for federal employees?” . 

Log Cabin did not endorse the 
first Bush’s re-election effort in 
1992. He was defeated. ▼ 


The ad 

The TV ad is built around a video of Dick Cheney responding 
to a question on gay marriage during the vice presidential debate in 
the 2000 campaign. 

In it Cheney says, “The fact of the matter is, we live in a free so¬ 
ciety, and freedom means freedom for everybody... people should 
be free to enter into any kind of relationship they want to enter 
into. It’s really no one else’s business.” 

The ad cuts back and forth between the video of Cheney re¬ 
sponding to the question, an old photo pointing to a “Colored 
Waiting Room,” and photos of gay and lesbian couples. 

Cheney says that marriage is regulated by the states. “I think dif¬ 
ferent states are likely to come to different conclusions, and that’s 
appropriate. I don’t think there should necessarily be a federal pol¬ 
icy in this area.” 

The ad ends with the words on the screen: “We agree. Don’t 
amend the Constitution,” and “www.LogCabin.org.” The ad can be 
viewed online at that Web address. 

The message of the ad is simple, said LCR Executive Director 
Patrick Guerriero, “You shouldn’t play politics with the Constitu¬ 
tion. Good conservative Republicans - even the vice president of 
the United States in the Bush administration - believe that states 
should navigate through this issue, not the so-called experts in

Herrera said. 

Antigay groups have argued 
that Newsom also violated Califor¬ 
nia Constitution Section 3.5 in 
their lawsuits against the city. But 
Herrera dismissed claims by those 
groups and by some legal analysts 
that the city’s case is weaker now 
that the Supreme Court has at least 
temporarily halted the weddings. 

“I don’t think it’s weaker at all,” 
he said, explaining that the state 
Constitution gives power to the 
mayor to act. Section 3.5 of the 
Constitution, he said, only applies 
to state agencies, while the mayor 
is a duly elected official. 

Section 3.5 of the California 
Constitution states that an ad¬ 
ministrative agency ... “has no 
power to declare a statute unen¬ 
forceable ...” and has no power to 
“declare a statute unconstitution¬ 
al,” among other provisions. 

“It’s his duty to uphold the 
Constitution,” Herrera added. 

Clearly disappointed the court 
directed the city to halt the nup¬ 
tials, Herrera said he was happy 
that the court did not invalidate 
the weddings that have already 
taken place. The court could de¬ 
cide when it hears the case in May 
or June that the marriages are in¬ 
valid because city officials lacked 
the authority to declare the state’s 
marriage laws unconstitutional. 

No date has been set for the 
Supreme Court oral arguments, 
nor has a date been set for a hear¬ 
ing on the lawsuit filed in Superi¬ 
or Court, Herrera said. 

On Tuesday, Herrera wanted to 
tell couples who have gotten mar¬ 
ried, “This office has a long histo¬ 
ry of fighting for all people.”

“We’re doing our level best to 
defend the city’s decision to issue 
marriage certificates to those peo¬ 
ple,” Herrera added. 

As for last week’s court deci¬ 
sion, Herrera said that after the 
court notified city officials, the city 
immediately stopped the wed¬ 
dings. Mayor Gavin Newsom sent 
an order to county clerk Nancy Al¬ 
faro at 2:45 p.m. to put an end to 
the same-sex ceremonies. 

“We are going to abide by the 
court order,” Newsom said at a 
press conference on an inside bal¬ 
cony of City Hall two hours after 
the court announced its decision. 
Saying he hoped the end of the 
gay weddings was only an interim 
step, Newsom vowed to fight on 
until gays are granted the right to 
marry. 

“We have an obligation under 
the equal protection clause of the 
Constitution to treat people fair¬ 
ly,” said Newsom, who thanked 
the thousands of gay couples from 
around the world for flocking to 
San Francisco over the last four 
weeks to marry. 

To the more than 2,600 couples 
who had made appointments to 
marry, Newsom said “I extend my 
extreme sympathy to them for this 
interim stay.” 

Although Newsom said he is 
“upset people are now denied the 
same rights I am afforded,” he 
would not pledge to suspend mar¬ 
rying heterosexual couples while 
same-sex couples are denied the 
right to marry. 

“The court has not disallowed 
marriage in San Francisco, just 
same-sex marriage,” explained 


Newsom. 

Saying he looked forward to 
making the city’s case for allowing 
same-sex couples to wed in court, 
Newsom remained upbeat last 
week on the eventual outcome of 
the court fight. 

“I am confident we will prevail. 
Though there will be more road¬ 
blocks on the way,” he said. “This 
is just the beginning.” 

Stranded at the altar 

Jeannie Rizzo and her partner 
of 15 years, Pauli Cooper, were left 
stranded at the altar by the court’s 
decision last Thursday. 

“We had no idea until we start¬ 
ed seeing the media pour into the 
building,” said Rizzo, of Marin 
County. 

A friend called on her cell 
phone to tell them to run to the 
clerk’s office but the two women 
missed the mark. The city had al¬ 
ready halted the marriages before 
their scheduled 3 p.m. appoint¬ 
ment. 

“They were literally putting the 
sign up on the door. The clerk 
looked almost as sad as we were,” 
said Rizzo. “They gave us hugs and 
said how sorry they were.” 

The women said they were 
stunned that the court htfd or¬ 
dered the city to end the gay nup¬ 
tials. 

“This was an opportunity to 
stand up against homophobia and 
we were denied that today,” said 
Rizzo. 

Despite being denied the right 
to marry last week, the two women 
are confident someday they will

W hen one of KQED-FM’s on-air personalities married his 
partner, station management held some meetings and de¬ 
termined that while the journalist, Scott Shafer, would not 
cover the same-sex marriage story on a daily basis, he could con¬ 
tinue interviewing guests about the topic. On March 12 Shafer did 
just that, and disclosed his own marriage to listeners. 

News director Raul Ramirez, who’s also openly gay, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that Shafer was not covering gay marriage in San 
Francisco before he got married, and that Shafer discussed his de¬ 
cision to marry his partner, John Kennedy, before taking the plunge. 

“When he decided to marry, he understood how that might be 
perceived,” Ramirez said. “We have talked about it. We don’t need 
him to cover the story, but he can do interviews on the air and he 
disclosed his marriage last Friday.” 

Shafer said he is fine with the station’s decision. 

“It’s a complicated and fascinating issue. I don’t necessarily 
think there’s a right or wrong answer. I’m comfortable with the 
judgment made at KQED,” Shafer said. ▼

covering: same-sex marriage.” 

Gay journalists were quick to 
react after Bronstein’s memo was 
posted on gradethenews.org 
Monday. 

“I’m troubled by the Chroni¬ 
cle’s decision,” said Steven Petrow, 
president of the National Lesbian 
and Gay Journalists Association. 
“The way I understand [the 
paper’s decision], Rachel, who is 
well respected in journalism, does 
not have the capacity to be fair in 
her reporting. Rachel’s a fine re¬ 
porter and that the paper is wor¬ 
ried about public perception of a 
lesbian journalist covering this 
issue seems to be a red herring.” 

Pamela Strother, executive di¬ 
rector of NLGJA, agreed. “We dis¬ 
agree with the decision and are 
troubled by it.” 

“I definitely see it as treating 
LGBT journalists differently than 
heterosexual colleagues, ” she 
added. 

Petrow told the B.A.R. that he 
has spoken with Gordon, though 
he did not elaborate. Reached by 
phone Monday, Gordon said that 
she would have no comment. 
Mangelsdorf did not respond to 
an e-mail seeking comment by 
press time. 

Equality California and Mar¬ 
riage Equality California issued a 
joint statement Tuesday express¬ 
ing “concern” over the Chronicle’s 
decision. 

“The decision to remove these 
respected journalists from this 
story simply because they happen 
to be lesbians who exercised their 
legal right to marry each other is 
an insult not just to them, but to 
the entire LGBT community,” said 
Molly McKay, Northern Califor¬ 
nia executive director for MECA. 

“Equality California is concerned 
that this action will have a chilling 
effect on other LGBT reporters,” said 
Executive Director Geoffrey Kors. 
“In taking this step, the Chronicle is 
sending a message to reporters to 
stay in the closet about who they are 
and who they love.” 

In his memo, Bronstein insist¬ 
ed the issue wasn’t about gay 
rights. “... Nor is it about gay and 
lesbian rights, even as the story it¬ 
self is. (Rachel and Liz disagree on 
this point in particular, and with 
the decision in general).” 

Bronstein also alluded to ap^. 
parent confusion after Gordon 
and Mangelsdorf got married and 
after additional conversations had 
been held. 

“Unfortunately there was a 
misunderstanding all around 
about those conversations,” Bron¬ 
stein wrote. “We all agreed that no 
one was acting in bad faith. But 
with Liz’ and Rachel’s marriage a 
fact, we then had to separate out 
how we got here and what we 


should do going forward.” 

He acknowledged that the 
process “was certainly imperfect.” 

In his e-mail, Bronstein declined 
to elaborate on the misunderstand¬ 
ing other than to say “Rachel and 
Liz thought the editors here no 
longer thought their getting mar¬ 
ried would present a conflict or the 
appearance of a conflict if they con¬ 
tinued to cover the story.” 

“There certainly are gay and 
lesbian journalists at the Chroni¬ 
cle who agree completely with this 
decision. At the same time, we un¬ 
derstand that this is a highly emo¬ 
tional and personal issue for many 
people, gay and straight,” Bron¬ 
stein added. 

The Chronicle’s Rogers said 
that he struggled with the issue 
and tried to come up with rele¬ 
vant analogies. 

“It’s not a binary yes/no kind 
of thing,” he said. “It wasn’t an 
easy one at all. I tried to noodle 
the thing quite a bit. I tried to de¬ 
cide, come up with analogies that 
would help me Understand.” 

Rogers said he rejected such 
analogies as whether this was like 
someone who is strongly opposed 
to the death penalty being as¬ 
signed to cover an execution. Sim¬ 
ilarly, he did not see it being the 
same as someone taking a seat at a 
lunch counter during the desegre¬ 
gation battles, “because Rachel and 
Liz were not public about this.” 

Ultimately, Rogers said, there 
was one argument that kept com¬ 
ing back. “One argument that I 
couldn’t push aside was that by 
getting married they carried out 
the very act - that’s fundamental¬ 
ly socially divisive and at some 
point will no doubt be before the 
Supreme Court.” 

He added that some readers 
might have “healthy skepticism” of 
the paper’s coverage if the pair 
continued to cover the story. 


Rogers said he has thought 
about addressing the issue in a fu¬ 
ture column, which he said “runs 
sporadically” in the paper. 

Bronstein said in his memo 
that the paper consulted with the 
Project for Excellence in Journal¬ 
ism in Washington, D.C. Director 
Tom Rosensteil said the issue is a 
difficult one. “Does [Rachel and 
Liz covering the story] give read¬ 
ers who might not agree with 
same-sex marriage a reason not to 
trust your coverage? That’s reason 
enough to take them off the 
story,” Rosensteil told Bronstein. 
“The issue isn’t ‘can this reporter 
cover the story objectively,’ but 
will your audience believe she 
can.” 

NLGJA’s Strother said the 
Chronicle should have stepped up 
to the challenge, rather than pull 
Gordon and Mangelsdorf off the 
story. 

“I think they should have been 
a leader,” she said. 

Petrow said that Rogers 
“should have addressed it full on 
in the editorial pages, explaining 
why it’s important to keep Rachel 
and Liz on the story - the fact that 
they’re lesbians is not a factor - 
and been transparent about it.” 

Strother also said this was the 
first instance she’s heard of where 
a gay or lesbian reporter has been 
pulled from the gay marriage story. 
She said 15 NLGJA members have 
wed. 

She hopes the Chronicle revers¬ 
es its decision. 

Rogers, however, said Monday 
that if there is discussion around 
reversing the decision, “I’m not 
aware of it.” 

Supervisors Tom Ammiano 
and Bevan Dufty will hold a news 
conference today (Thursday, 
March 18) at noon on the steps of 
City Hall to ask the Chronicle to 
reconsider its decision. T

H IDS activist David 
. Pasquarelli died Monday, 
JP I March 8 of complications 
from cytomegalovirus infection. 
He was 36. 

Mr. Pasquarelli was best 
known locally as the outspoken 
member of ACT UP/San Francis¬ 
co who frequently challenged the 
views of medical experts and what 
he called “the AIDS industry” re¬ 
garding the cause of AIDS, rates of 
HIV and sexually transmitted dis¬ 
eases, and the value of antiretrovi¬ 
ral therapy. 

Mr. Pasquarelli was born on 
December 10, 1967 in Pitts¬ 
burgh, Pennsylvania. He earned 
a bachelor’s degree in art from 
Pennsylvania State University in 
1990, and throughout his life ap¬ 
plied his graphical design skills 
to his activism. He became in¬ 
volved in gay rights activism dur¬ 
ing college. After graduation, he 
worked as a resident counselor at 
St. Leo University in Florida, 
where he co-founded ACT 
UP/Tampa Bay. 

In 1993, Mr. Pasquarelli moved 
to San Francisco, where he joined 
ACT UP/San Francisco. In 1990, 
the original ACT UP/San Francis¬ 
co split into two groups, one (re¬ 
named ACT UP/Golden Gate and 
later Survive AIDS) of which con¬ 
centrated on HIV treatment, 
while the other (which retained

the name) focused on broader so¬ 
cial issues and later, after a 
turnover in its membership, be-

exchange vows and joined five 
other same-sex couples seeking 
the right to marry in a lawsuit filed 
against the state Friday. 

“We are not going away. This 
isn’t the end,” said Rizzo. 

After 14 years together, Lisa 
Honig and Dale Schroedel, of San 
Francisco, were the last couple to 
wed Thursday afternoon. They 
slipped past the court ordered halt 
with a 2:15 p.m. ^opointment. 

“We feel like wb’ve been mar¬ 
ried a long time already. It is such 
a great thing for the mayor to do,” 
said Honig, who said she was 
stunned to learn of the news. 

The women luckily had moved 
up their appointment to wed by a 
week and a half. Originally sched¬ 
uled to come to City Hall on 
March 23, they instead went on¬ 
line Tuesday morning and saw a 
time slot available for Thursday. 

News of the court’s ruling 
reached City Hall “literally one 
second after we finished our cere¬ 
mony,” said Schroedel. “On the 
one hand we are very lucky. On 
the other it is very sad for those 
who didn’t make it. Hopefully 
someday they will.” 

With the struggling economy and 
military conflicts throughout the 


came associated with the AIDS 
denialist movement. In recent 
years, ACT UP/San Francisco has 
also operated a medical marijua¬ 
na dispensary at its Market Street 
headquarters. 

In 1999, Mr. Pasquarelli found¬ 
ed a quarterly gay news magazine, 
Magnus , which often published 
articles criticizing mainstream 
ideas about HIV/AIDS and at¬ 
tacking AIDS activists. He also 
helped launch a monthly televi¬ 
sion program, ACT/UP TV. Mr. 
Pasquarelli was supportive of nu¬ 
merous other causes, including 
the animal rights movement. 

Mr. Pasquarelli was diagnosed 
as HIV-positive in April 1995. Re¬ 
fusing to take antiretroviral drugs, 
he remained symptom-free for 
several years. 

His health began to fail in late 
2001, however, when he spent 
more than two months in jail, 
along with fellow activist Michael 
Petrelis, for allegedly making ob- 
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world, Schroedel said people’s ener¬ 
gy would be better spent on other is¬ 
sues than trying to prevent gays and 
lesbians the right to matrimony. 

“It saddens me people would 
spend so much energy to stop 
couples who love each other from 
marrying each other,” she said. 

Dressed in matching tuxedos 
with maroon bow ties, cummer¬ 
bunds and flower leis, Stuart 
Sanders and Ross Ladouceur also 
found themselves prohibited from 
marrying Thursday. Walking up 
to City Hall the two men were in¬ 
formed of the court’s decision by a 
sympathetic lesbian couple. 

Together for five years, the cou¬ 
ple, who live in Boulder Creek in 
Santa Cruz County, had purpose¬ 
ly waited to wed because, as 
Sanders explained, “We didn’t 
want to be part of a mad rush of 
people running to City Hall.” 

Sanders, who works in Las 
Vegas after failing for the last two 
years to find a high technology job 
in San Jose, flew in specifically for 
the ceremony. They had gone on¬ 
line Monday, March 8 and saw a 
time slot free for Thursday. It 
ended up being an hour too late. 

Upset at being denied a mar¬ 
riage license, the two men 
nonetheless decided to exchange 
their vows last week. 

“They just couldn’t pronounce 
us spouses for life,” said Sanders. ▼

AIDS policy 
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chairs met with then-Mayor 
Willie Brown last February and 
asked him to appoint someone to 
represent the city on the CAEAR 
Coalition. Brown appointed 
Randy Allgaier, a member of the 
CARE Council, to be the city’s 
representative. 

In the meeting last week, the 
co-chairs asked the new adminis¬ 
tration to ensure the city main¬ 
tains a presence on the coalition as 
well as appoint a new AIDS czar. 

“If they had an HIV policy ad¬ 
viser that person logically would 
be the one to go. If not, we are still 
hoping and ask that they contin¬ 
ue that representation,” said 
Hume. He added that having the 
policy position filled, “has been 
concerning to us. It is still a con¬ 
cern because ideally we would like 
to see an HIV policy adviser be 
appointed by the mayor.” 

However, Hume acknowledged 
there is some question as to how 
effective such a person could be 
with Republicans in power in D.C. 


“Should we have one? In an 
ideal world I would say absolutely, 
we should have one. The reality is 
I’m not convinced it would make 
a difference if the current admin¬ 
istration is to stay in Washington 
after the next election,” he said. 

Patrick Monette-Shaw, a fre¬ 
quent critic of AIDS service orga¬ 
nizations, disagrees and in an e- 
mail sent out last week charged 
that the city’s decreasing federal 
funds are partly a result of not hav¬ 
ing a strong lobbying voice in D.C. 

“The failure to reappoint a new 
czar may well have contributed to 
this massive loss in funds, as the 
czar position should have been 
advocating in Washington all 
along for preservation of federal 
AIDS healthcare funding to San 
Francisco,” wrote Monette-Shaw. 

He argues that Brown, who 
created the position, and New¬ 
som’s “inaction to fill this post 
should be roundly condemned by 
people living with HIV/AIDS who 
will now suffer the loss of critical 
components of San Francisco’s 
safety net of HIV/AIDS services.” 

But others argue even if the 
AIDS czar had been in place, the 


city would still have seen its CARE 
Act funding cut. 

“The real problem is we have 
the Bush administration that is 
not fully funding Title 1 Ryan 
White or ADAP or any of the HIV 
programs, whether it is preven¬ 
tion or care,” said Jeff Sheehy, a 
member of Newsom’s transition 
team who worked on the health 
policy committee. 

Apart from seeking more 
money for AIDS care and HIV pre¬ 
vention, others argue an AIDS czar 
is needed to lead a community dis¬ 
cussion on how to address the 
city’s AIDS policies and priorities. 

The discussion, said Hume, 
“needs to move citywide. What is 
the city going to do to take care of 
folks living with HIV and AIDS 
over the next five years given the 
financial burdens that are becom¬ 
ing heavier and heavier?” 

The CARE Council has asked 
the mayor to hold a town hall 
meeting to discuss such issues. 
Hume said the co-chairs might go 
ahead and try to organize just 
such a meeting. 

“They are open to that but it is 
a time thing,” he said. ▼

he San Francisco Quakes

next time out,” said Keihl, as the 
sweating hockey players left the 
rink. 

When asked if the Panteras had

“I think they picked up a few 
guys in the middle of the season, 
and they’re really 
good,” said Brian 
Harrington. 

One of them, Panteras 
#7, was amusingly called a 
“psychopath,” and got away 
with what seemed the largest 
number of shoves and 
near-fouls. 

But never fear. The 
next round of match¬ 
es starts in just a few 
weeks, and the 
Quakes remained jovial that 
night, despite having come so 
close to a seasonal victory. 

Michelle Mateychuk talked as 
she dragged her rather large bag of 
equipment out, jokingly asking 
her partner to help (she didn’t). 

Now in her third year with the 
Quakes, Mateychuk took up 
hockey after having some experi¬ 
ence in Canada. She didn’t have a 
girl’s league to play in but said, 
“Now there are girls leagues and 
teams from eight years and up.” 

Mateychuk also captains the 
beginner’s team, the Oakland 
“Quakes Deux.” 

“We’re just trying to get gay 
hockey going in the Bay Area,” she 
said. “We have about 13 people on

In light of recent news about 
the violent injury made by a pro 
hockey player, it was a relief to see 
some brawl-free hockey action. 

In a March 8 game in Vancou¬ 
ver, the Canucks’ Todd Bertuzzi 
viciously attacked Colorado 
Avalanche forward Steve Moore, 
who suffered a broken neck. 
Moore was hospitalized for seri¬ 
ous injuries, and flown back to 
Colorado for possible permanent 
spine damage. Bertuzzi has been 
suspended for the rest of the sea¬ 
son, including the playoffs. 

A 17-year-old hockey player, 
Nicholas Rotolo of Berkeley, died 
in February during a game at San 
Jose’s Logitech Ice Rink, but the 
cause of death remains a mystery. 

Fortunately, gay hockey 
leagues have not involved such 
tragedies, and local players dis¬ 
counted any of the shoves on the 
ice as being anything more than 
aggressive competitive behavior. 

“It’s a no-check [hits] league, 
but I always have to be careful, be¬ 
cause I’m smaller than most guys 
out there,” said Mateychuk.

Border patrol 

Speaking of Canadians: Mon¬ 
treal has conquered Europe! Well, 
not exactly. 

Montreal’s Rendez-Vous 2006 
press release a few days back pro¬ 
nounced that on Sunday, March 7, 
the annual assembly of the Euro¬ 
pean Gay and Lesbian Sports Fed¬ 
eration voted in favor of with¬ 
drawing from the Federation of 
Gay Games. 

Founded in 1989 with a mem¬ 
bership of more that 100 sports 
teams and 10,000 athletes in Eu¬ 
rope, the EGLSF voted “over¬ 
whelmingly” against the with¬ 
drawal of the Gay Games in Mon¬ 
treal during the FGG’s annual as¬ 


sembly in Chicago last November. 

Louise Roy, chief executive of¬ 
ficer of Rendez-Vous Montreal 
2006, claimed, “We can now say 
that GLBT athletes, participants, 
spectators, and visitors from Eu¬ 
rope will be at the Montreal games 
in great numbers.” Registration 
for the event begins in June. 

Gay Games VII representative 
Kevin Boyer was quick to respond. 
“Montreal 2006 omits a key fact 
from its press release,” he said in a 
subsequent press statement. 

“At its March 6-7 Amsterdam 
meeting, the entire EGLSF assem¬ 
bly stressed repeatedly its strong 
support for the Gay Games, and 
specifically Gay Games VII in 
Chicago. A Gay Games liaison 
committee was formed to encour¬ 
age and facilitate broad European 
participation in the Gay Games, to 
serve as a basis for the exchange of 
ideas and concerns, and to 
demonstrate the EGLSF’s ongoing 
commitment to Gay Games VII in 
Chicago. Just today [March 12] we 
have had reconfirmation of this 
commitment to supporting both 
events in 2006.” 

Boyer added that the same ex¬ 
change of information and links 
will be shared between Chicago 
and the EGLSF, adding, “Euro¬ 
pean participation in Gay Games 
VII is important to both EGLSF 
and Chicago Games. We look for¬ 
ward to welcoming our friends 
from ‘across the pond’ in 2006.” 

Whether anti-American senti¬ 
ment will carry over to Europe, di¬ 
viding the world GLBT sports 
communities amid current politi¬ 
cal turmoil remains to be seen. 

The EuroGames will be held 
this year in Munich, Germany, 
from July 29 to August 1. Over 
5,000 athletes are expected to at¬ 
tend. ▼

scene and threatening phone calls 
to city health officials, researchers, 
and members of the media (in¬ 
cluding the Bay Area Reporter ), 
criticizing their policies and cov¬ 
erage of HIV/AIDS. After months 
of trial scheduling delays, charges 
against the two men were dropped 
due to court overcrowding. But 
the city refiled the case, and the 
men pleaded no contest to misde¬ 
meanor charges in July 2003, ac¬ 
cepting a plea bargain that includ¬ 
ed probation, apologies, counsel¬ 
ing, and stay-away orders. 

Mr. Pasquarelli and his friends 
attributed his worsening health to 
the lack of sleep, malnutrition, de¬ 
hydration, and stress he experi¬ 
enced in jail. 

Over the next two years Mr. 
Pasquarelli 'succumbed to a vari¬ 
ety of health problems, which he 
attempted to treat with both tra¬ 
ditional and alternative therapies. 
He contracted several opportunis¬ 
tic infections, including Pneumo¬ 
cystis carinii pneumonia, crypto- 
coccal meningitis, Mycobacterium 
infection, and cytomegalovirus, 
which are associated with im¬ 
mune system decline and were 
common among people with 
AIDS before the advent of more 
effective combination antiretrovi¬ 
ral therapy in the late 1990s. He 
also developed conditions such as 
kidney damage associated with 
medications used to treat HIV and 
opportunistic infections. 

According to friends, “The 
public side of David that most 


people knew was one character¬ 
ized by anger and outrage. [But] 
there was a private side to David 
that was loving, compassionate, 
and gentle. The root of David’s 
public outrage was the deep love 
and care that he had for his gay 
brothers and sisters and the injus¬ 
tices they suffer.” Mr. Pasquarelli 
“often expressed a desire to ‘not 
care so much’ so he could ‘walk 
away and settle down,’ but leaving 
a wrong not righted was not in his 
nature,” friends said. “I can’t bite 
my tongue, and I can’t keep my 
mouth shut,” Mr. Pasquarelli told 
a San Francisco Examiner reporter 
in 2002. “That’s my number one 
problem.” After his release from 
jail, Mr. Pasquarelli had expressed 
an interest in attending law 
school. 

“In spite of our differing views 
on HIV/AIDS, every death from 
AIDS is tragic,” said Redge Nor¬ 
ton, media relations director for 
the San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion, which was often a target of 
Mr. Pasquarelli’s wrath. “We offer 
our condolences to his family.” 

Mr. Pasquarelli died peacefully 
with his family at his side, friends 
said. He is survived by his partner 
of seven years, Steve Huggins; his 
sister Andrea; and his parents 
Joanne and Sam. 

A memorial ceremony for Mr. 
Pasquarelli will be held on Satur¬ 
day, March 20 at 4 p.m. under the 
Rotunda at the Palace of Fine Arts. 
He will later be interred at the San 
Francisco Columbarium. Contri¬

SAN FRANCISCO $8.50 MINIMUM WAGE - 
EFFECTIVE MONDAY, FEBRUARY 23, 2004 
The Minimum Wage Ordinance Chapter 12R of the San Francisco 
Administrative Code (Prop L) approved by San Francisco voters on 
November 4,2003, requires San Francisco employers (whether or not the employer receives City 
contracts) to pay a minimum wage of $8.50 per hour for work performed in San Francisco. 

The minimum wage requirement applies to adult ahd minor employees who work two 
(2) or more hours per week. Each year the City will adjust the amount of the minimum 
wage based on increases in the regional consumer price index. 

The requirement does not apply to small businesses with fewer than ten (10) persons 
who perform work for compensation during a given week (including temporary and part- 
time employees) or nonprofits until January 1, 2005- 

Under the ordinance, employees who assert their right to receive the Cityjs minimum 
wage are protected from retaliation. Employees may file a lawsuit against their employers 
for any violation of the ordinance. The City can investigate possible violations and en¬ 
force the minimum wage requirements by ordering reinstatement of employees and pay¬ 
ment of back wages and penalties. ,

Lust! Humor! 
Commitment! 

Playwright Terrence McNally 
reflects on his brilliant career 

by Richard Dodds 


T errence McNally tries not to sweat the small stuff, and these days, more and 
more of life’s irritants have been shrinking. Like getting a bad review or hav¬ 
ing a play rejected, professional crises that once brought out an admittedly* 
angry side in the usually affable playwright. 

“I don’t like having a play turned down or getting a bad review,” McNally said, 
“but it doesn’t ruin my day. Not anymore. Not at my age. Not after having sur¬ 
vived lung cancer and having a wonderful new partner.” 

McNally, a four-time Tony Award-winning playwright, was sitting in an 
empty theater at New Conservatory Theatre Center while, next door, the set for 
A Man of No Importance was getting final details. The recent Lincoln Center 
musical, for which McNally provided the libretto, opens this week at NCTC, 
where his plays The Ritz, Love! Valour! Compassion!, Corpus Christi, and The 
Lisbon Traviata have been produced. But the West Coast premiere of his newest 
musical is not what has brought McNally to San Francisco. 

He’s here to write from scratch a new play for New. Conservatory that he 
wiibtailor to local performers chosen at invitational auditions, The project is 
a commission underwritten by a grant from Theatre Communications 
Group, and the results are scheduled to be produced next fall at NCTC. “We’re 
trying to find actors I think it’s going to be fun to write for,” McNally said. 
“There are three ideas I’m thinking of, and once we decide who the cast is going 
to be, then maybe we’ll focus in on one of them.” 

The grant, McNally points out, requires that he spend at least 100 days writing 
in San Francisco. “I don’t want to make it sound like a sentence,” he said, “but hav¬ 
ing just met a wonderful guy and gotten hitched, it’s hard. He can’t take off. He’s 
a full-time public-service lawyer for people with AIDS ”

P rolific singer/songwriter Janis Ian has 
performed regularly in the Bay Area 
throughout her 40-year career. In recent 
years, she sang at Stern Grove and Slims, 
appeared at a benefit for the Hormel Center, and 
headlined LGBT Pride celebrations. Last year, 
she was featured with Loudon Wainwright at 
Marin’s Jewish Community Center. She returns 
on Saturday, March 20, to Freight and Salvage in 
Berkeley in support of her new CD, Billie’s Bones. 

It is bittersweet for her, “a mixture of happy 
and unhappy memories,” she told me on the 
phone. Glad to connect once more with friends 
and fans, this will be the first time she sings in 
the area since her father, who lived in Oakland, 
passed away. He was a fixture at her local con¬ 
certs, bringing friends and often in the wings. 

In the 1960s, Ian came to worldwide attention 
at 15 with her folk protest ballad, “Society’s 
Child.” A decade later, she penned “Jesse” (covered 
by 35 singers) and “At Seventeen,” which sold over 


one million copies and earned her two Grammy 
awards. A disco hit, “Fly Too High,” and a jazz duet 
with Mel Torme, “Silly Habits,” followed. 

By the mid-’80s, Ian was bankrupt through fi¬ 
nancial mismanagement. She moved to Nashville, 
stopped recording and performing, and wrote for 
other singers. Amy Grant, John Mellencamp, and 
Bette Midler had success with her songs. Ian also 
came out as a lesbian. For five years, she wrote an 
ongoing column in The Advocate on personal, so¬ 
cial, and political issues, and for Performing Song¬ 
writer on industry concerns. 

She came back in the mid-’90s with critically 
acclaimed albums featuring her unadulterated mix 
of folk, pop, jazz, and country. Chet Atkins and 
Willie Nelson recorded with her. Touring and an¬ 
other Grammy nomination brought new fans. 
Television licensing on General Hospital, Murder 
She Wrote, Oz, and Dawsons Creek exposed her 
work even more broadly. 

She has been on the road ever since, per¬ 
forming up to eight months every year. Ian keeps 
it simple, performing solo assisted by her

I n her groundbreaking docu¬ 
mentary Resisting Paradise, pi¬ 
oneering lesbian/feminist ex¬ 
perimental filmmaker Barbara 
Hammer contrasts the experience 
of WWII French Resistance fight¬ 
ers with blinkered Henri Matisse, 
who, despite his own family’s cap¬ 
ture and torture, painted land¬ 
scapes, portraits and still lifes dur¬ 
ing the French Riviera’s Nazi oc¬ 
cupation. She juxtaposes divergent 
lives to question whether an 
artist’s gift excuses himself from 
wartime responsibility. San Fran¬ 
cisco Cinematheque presents Re¬ 
sisting Paradise tonight, March 18, 
at Yerba Buena Center for the Arts.

Hammer addresses horrors of war. 


While Matisse (1869-1954) 
painted nudes and flowers at his 
villa outside “crystalline, limpid” 
Nazi-occupied Nice and ex¬ 
pressed his revulsion for politics 
in correspondence with fellow 
Fauvist Pierre Bonnard, refugees 
streamed south and his country¬ 
men made the daily choice to col¬ 
laborate or resist. 

“I must defend my peace of 
mind. Painting will abandon me 
from lack of mental freedom,” 
pleaded Matisse while family 
members were captured and tor¬ 
tured for assisting the Allies. 

Lisa Fittko, incisive and stri¬ 
dent at 91, discusses how, as a 
young anti-Fascist exile, she led 
German Jewish cultural sociolo¬ 
gist Walter Benjamin (1892-1940) 
over the Pyrenees, bearing his 
heavy suitcase apparently con¬ 
taining his incomplete last work, 
The Arcades Project, published 60 
years later. When denied entry by 
a Spanish border-town’s police, 
Benjamin overdosed on mor¬ 
phine in the hills, after notifying 
philosopher Theodor Adorno. 
Fittko calls it “the end of the line 
for him mentally, and for 
mankind, as he saw it. Hammer 
filmed a reenactment of this scene 
on Point Reyes’ steep cliffs. 

French made 

In 1999, Hammer earned a res¬ 
idency at the former estate of 
avant-garde artist Jerome Hill 
(1905-72) in the quaint fishing 
village of Cassis, near Marseilles, 
which sponsors Francophile com¬ 
posers, poets, visual artists and 
academics. 

“Unfortunately, as with many 
residences, tfie practitioner out on 
the front lines making waves isn’t 
eligible,” she says. She intended to 


study Matisse, Bonnard and Seu¬ 
rat’s symbolic use of Mediter¬ 
ranean color and shimmery light. 

But soon she saw Slobodan 
Milosevic’s Serbian forces’“ethnic 
cleansing” of Albanians, and 
NATO truck convoys rumbling 
through the Cote d’Azur. Failing 
to escape her contractual agree¬ 
ment to research French culture 
and obligated to remain, the re¬ 
sourceful Hammer found a way to 
discuss art during war. “I would 
not be human if my work did not 
change, and address the horrors 
of war,” she says. 

Marie-Ange Allibert Ro¬ 
driguez, Cassis’ civil registry sec¬ 
retary, forged the mayor’s signa¬ 
ture (he was also a sympathizer) 
and fabricated ID papers for “a 
line without end” of Jews, for¬ 
eigners and anti-Fascists, provid¬ 
ing false names and Algerian ad¬ 
dresses. Even those with collabo¬ 
rationist sentiments did not be¬ 
tray her. 

Hammer references Matisse’s 
abstract aesthetic through a 
panoply of Hammer’s marked 
cinematic vocabulary and tricks: 
decomposing celluloid, superim¬ 
posing tints dripping or cast on a 
frame’s surface, reversing paint¬ 
brush smears, presenting footage 
of Cassis streetscapes and public 
spaces in morning sun, austere 
Noon and lofty twilight shadows. 
The Mediterranean current re¬ 
treats from the rocky shore in re¬ 
verse. Archival photo-negatives 
bubble and melt. The film’s viscer¬ 
al force derives from Hammer’s 
capacity to convey the Matisse’s 
luminosity in manifold ways. 

In her 30-year career (80 
films), Hammer’s fascination and 
inventive engagement with the 
material nature of film process is 
especially useful in presenting the 
past as an eternal progression of 
historical amendment. Visible 
sprocket-holes deny film’s magic. 
Might our perception of radical 
and transgressive European artists 
and ’40s expats be as distorted 
and barely readable as Hammer’s 
images? 

Higher plane 

In the early 1900s, Fauvists like 
Matisse and Bonnard reasoned 
that exactitude is not truth, aban¬ 
doning the literal interpretation 
of movement to reach a higher 
beauty. This offended bourgeois 
ideas of virtue. Critics and the 
public considered them barbaric 
pariahs, madmen, not capable of 
creating “real” art — affronts that 
an experimental filmmaker might 
relate to. 

But between the wars, the pub¬ 
lic and arbiters learned to cope 


with Matisse’s decorative works of 
balance and serenity, meant to 
soothe and comfort. 

Matisse was 70 in 1940. The 
voiceover drawn from his letters to 
Bonnard transparently illustrates 
Matisse’s egocentric delusions of 
normalcy and emotional distance 
from his immediate family. 

“lam the only one who lived 
through the risks. My story will 
amaze people,” he blithely imag¬ 
ined. 

“I see better with my eyes 
closed,” he described his Odalisque 
window-works and Cubist reduc¬ 
tive style, though he might have 
been addressing his steadfast pas¬ 
sivity to events outside his refuge. 

“[They’ll] buy anything,” he 
noted, observing buyers scooping 
up all his output due to the dearth 
of wartime art production. 

“I’m stupefied, longing to 
draw her but incapable,” he wrote 
of his granddaughter, Marguerite, 
reunited in Liberation after being 
chained to a table, drowned, and 
subjected to a four-day starvation 
by the Gestapo. “Her eyes are 
identified with her true self.” It is a 
telling moment, his inability to 
emotionally connect or em¬ 
pathize with his family’s Resis¬ 
tance sacrifices and risks. 

“I can’t but think less highly of 
the morality of some of my fa¬ 
vorite artists of the past,” Ham¬ 
mer says, referencing author Janet 
Malcolm’s recent New Yorker ac¬ 
count of Gertrude Stein and Alice 
B. Toklas entertaining Nazis in 
their country home. 

Hammer, in her own response 
to war, joined others after the 
WTC attacks, wearing large 
boards reading, “Our grief is not 
a cry for war.”

Moon with a mission 

42nd Street Moon announces new season

hen 42nd Street Moon 
opens its new season 
V W next week with Gentle¬ 
man Prefer Blondes, it will be the 
first time since the company was 
founded 11 years ago that the per¬ 
formers won’t be required to 
carry their scripts. But that does¬ 
n’t mean they won’t. 

There is a special Actors Equi¬ 
ty contract for companies special¬ 
izing in staged concerts of musi¬ 
cal shows, and the rule that actors 
must carry their scripts is meant 
as a safeguard against producers 
taking advantage of this less cost¬ 
ly contract. 42nd Street Moon has 
upgraded to a standard Bay Area 
Theatre contract that drops the 
script-in-hand requirement. 

“But I still want to remind 
people that this is a staged con¬ 
cert,” said co-artistic director Greg 
MacKellan, “and if we get rid of 
the scripts and have it 
completely costumed 
but no sets, then it starts 
to look like a cheap civic 
light-opera produc¬ 
tion.” 

So it’s a fine line that 
MacKellan and co-artis- 
tic director Stephanie 
Rhoads must navi¬ 
gate as they add just 
enough ornamenta¬ 
tion without hitting 
that tipping point where more 
suddenly translates as less. “Be¬ 
tween a rock and a hard place is a 
really good way to describe it,” 
MacKellan said. He recalled the 
early no-frills days when perform¬ 
ers simply sat on a chair on stage 
when they weren’t in a scene. 
“Every once in a while someone 
will say, ‘Gee, I liked it better that 
way,’ but mostly people say, ‘Why 
isn’t there a little more dancing, or 
a little more this or that?”’ 

This season will bring more in¬ 
strumentation than the single 
piano that has been the staple of 
most productions. “We don’t use 
sound reinforcement, and we 
have to be careful not to over¬ 
power the voices,” MacKellan said. 
“We added a little bit last year, and 
it seemed to work OK. Now we’re 
trying a little more to see how 
much we can get away with with¬ 
out reaching a point where the 
voices have to miked.” 

The mission of 42nd Street 
Moon has always been to give life 
to rarely-staged “lost” musicals. 
But since the move a few years ago 
from New Conservatory Theatre 
Center to the larger Eureka The¬ 
atre, some not-quite-so-lost mu¬ 
sicals have been showing up. 
That’s the case with Gentlemen 
Prefer Blondes, a show that 
MacKellan says probably would 



not have been chosen when the 
troupe performed at New Con¬ 
servatory. 

“Our subscribers usually fol¬ 
low us wherever we want to go in 
our choices,” MacKellan said,” but 
what puts us over are walk-ups 
and single ticket sales.” 

Another not-so-lost musical 
on the new season is Once Upon a 
Mattress, but that came 
about because popular 
comic actress Lea De- 
Laria had always want¬ 
ed to do the role and 
was willing to commit 
to it more than a year 
out. “It’s her dream 
show,” MacKellan said. 
There are the 
rarities and obscu¬ 
rities as well. At the 
top of this list is 
The Cabaret Girl, a 1922 London 
musical by Jerome Kern and RG. 
Wodehouse that will have its 
American premiere at the Eureka. 
Another is Hooray for What!, a 
1937 anti-war musical satire that 
has war-profiteering as its chief 
target. “We avoided doing it last 
year because of the tenor of the 
times,” MacKellan said. “We could 
get screwed if another 9/11 hap¬ 
pens and the country feels all war- 
happy. The satire is very pointed.” 

Something missing from the 
new season is the Saturday Night 
Out performances for LGBT au¬ 
diences. “It never turned out to be 
that big a deal for us,” MacKellan 
said. “I think Saturday was proba¬ 
bly the wrong night to do it. They 
just didn’t want to spend their 
Saturday nights with us.” There 
are also no special productions in 
bigger theaters this season. “It’s re¬ 
ally expensive,” MacKellan said, 
“and all we’ve ever been able to do 
is break even. We’ve decided to 
take a year off from that.” 

Here’s a quick roundup of the 
new 42nd Street Moon season, 
which contains two more than the 
usual five titles as the theater 
bridges its way to a September-

• Gentlemen Prefer Blondes 
(March 24-April 18). Amy Louise 
Cole and Cynthia Myers star as 
gold-diggers Lorelei Lee and 
Dorothy Shaw in the 1949 musi¬ 
cal with songs by Jule Styne and 
Leo Robin. 

• The Cabaret Girl (April 
28-May 16). Susan Himes Powers 
plays the title role in the American 
premiere of the 1922 London mu¬ 
sical as a down-on-her-luck 
singer.

Aaron Berg's 'Underbelly Diaries' at Exit

e was a bodybuilding 
steroid freak. He was a 
stripper and stud-for-hire 
for women and men. What’s a 
nice Jewish boy doing in a life like 
this? 

Aaron Berg lays bare his life of 
sexual misadventures in The Un¬ 
derbelly Diaries, a bracingly can¬ 
did and frequently hilarious one- 
man show at the Exit Theatre, 
through April 3. 

On his first visit to San Fran¬ 
cisco, the former bad boy shared 
the story of his checkered path 
over lunch in a Mission District 
restaurant. A native of Toronto, 
Berg started out as “a chubby, 
beer-drinking university kid” 
who began working out after a 
bad breakup with a girl. 

“I thought, if I get in shape, 
she’ll want to be with me again 
and regret breaking up with me,” 
he says. “I was always thinking 
about sex, and working out was a 
way to get attention and more 
sex.” 

He found that steroids made 
the bulking-up process much eas¬ 
ier, and at the age of 21, the 5’6” 
Berg went on to become Mr. 
Toronto ’94. “Ever since I was six 
years old, I used to look in the 
mirror and fantasize that one day 
I’d look like a superhero,” he re¬ 
veals in his show. 

“Unfortunately, Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger already got that whole mus- 
cley movie-star thing. Ferrigno 
got some of the leftovers, but for 
me there were remnants of a 
boom left from the ’80s that still 
had some trickle-down — strip¬ 
ping.” 

Berg started stripping at 
Toronto’s Fantasies club for a pri¬ 
marily female audience. The at¬ 
tention was addictive, even 
though Berg admits, “I couldn’t 
dance, so I’d just strut around the 
stage naked. Women go nuts for 
naked men.” 

He’d told his family that he 
was working as a waiter at the 
club, but the night that his moth¬ 
er and aunt showed up with a 
group of friends proved other¬ 
wise. “I didn’t know they were 
there,” says Berg, but at Sunday 
dinner his mother told him 
they’d caught his act. Her reac¬ 
tion? “She said. T can’t believe I 
diapered you.’” 

One of Berg’s biggest fans was 
a suburban girl who offered him 
$50 to have sex with her. “I was 
living in my parents’ basement, so 
we had to go do it in a park,” he 
laughs. 

Private dancer 

His buffed physique became 
not only a source of attention, but 
money. Sunday nights at the club 
brought in a male crowd, which 
led to offers from men who were 
looking for “private shows” in 
their homes and hotel rooms. 

Many of his fellow strippers 
claimed to be straight. “The idea 
is that you’re not gay if you do it 
for pay,” he says. Despite the 
money he made being “gay for 
pay,” Berg gradually discovered 
that his own se v uality was more 
fluid than that. 

But the attention and money 
he was getting during that period 
didn’t fill his inner void. “While I 
was stripping, my personal life 
was secluded,” he says. “I lacked 
social skills, and social interac¬ 
tions were very awkward.” 

Throwing in his G-string, Berg 


went back to school and finished 
his degree in Philosophy. His at¬ 
tempt to be a personal trainer was 
ill-fated. “I got my certificate out 
of an ad in a bodybuilding maga¬ 
zine, and I was terrible at it.” 

His first and last client was an 
overweight, middle-aged man 
whom Berg drove so hard that 
the man was rushed to the hospi¬ 
tal with a heart attack. “He called 
me to the hospital, took off his 
oxygen mask, and said, ‘The doc¬ 
tor thinks you might have done 
something wrong.’ So I started 
waiting tables, which was much 
less risky.” 

A natural storyteller, Berg put 
together a standup comedy rou¬ 
tine which he performed at 
Toronto’s Yuk Yuks Club. “I want¬ 
ed to take a more personal ap¬ 
proach to comedy than just 
telling jokes,” he says. After hear¬ 
ing Berg’s confessional routine, 
the club owner realized that he 
had something unique to offer 
and asked him to put together a 
25-minute late-night one-man 
show. 

“I wrote a 40-minute show 
which grew into an hour, and I 
did it every Thursday night,” says 
Berg. But the club’s straight, mid¬ 
dle-class clientele didn’t always 
appreciate his material. “I started 
talking about the first time I ever 
masturbated for men for money, 
and there were a lot of walkouts.” 

But the humor and honesty of 
his show paid off, leading to gigs 


at Toronto’s Bad Dog Theatre and 
the Alt Dot Comedy Lounge. 
Berg was convinced that his expe¬ 
riences had been unique, but after 
one show, “A man said to me, 
‘Everything you’ve been through, 
I’ve been through.’” 

While his bodybuilding, strip¬ 
ping and hustling had all brought 
him attention, Berg found that 
sharing his story on stage has 
been most liberating. “Body¬ 
building and stripping were all 
about running from the insecuri¬ 
ty of who I am,” he says. “Standup 
also starts as a defense: ‘Laugh at 
this so you don’t pay attention to 
who I really am.’ 

“But talking about it has put 
me in touch with who I am, ver¬ 
sus the facades I’ve been through 
trying to change who I am,” he 
says. “I like to think there are mo¬ 
ments in the show that are uni¬ 
versal, about things we keep hid¬ 
den. We’re only as sick as our se¬ 
crets.” 

The tattoo on Berg’s left bicep 
captures his struggles and libera¬ 
tion through performance. A 
muscle-bound Atlas struggles 
under the weight of the world, 
and on top of that world is a mi¬ 
crophone. After many years of 
hiding inside himself, the truth 
has set Berg free.

A few nights with SF Symphony before they embark on US tour

he ongoing Mahler record¬ 
ing project with Michael 
Tilson Thomas and the San 
Francisco Symphony can some¬ 
times make it feel like all Mahler, 
all the time at Davies Hall. But no 
one is grumbling yet. If we are 
getting a crash course in one of 
the greatest symphonists of the 
20th century, at least we know our 
guide is an undisputed master. 

In recent weeks, MTT has con¬ 
ducted the magnificent Fifth; and 
the live recording of the enchant¬ 
ing Fourth, from last September, 
has just been released on the Sym¬ 
phony’s own CD label. 

There have been some other 
repetitions in the repertoire as 


well. Last week, Rimsky-Korsakov’s 
Scheherazade was back, after its 
previous performances, also in 
September; along with John 
Adams’ My Father Knew Charles 
Ives, premiered here last May. 

There is a method in the mad¬ 
ness, for all three will feature 
prominently in the orchestra’s do¬ 
mestic tour, which began a few 
days ago, on March 16 in Kansas 
City. Robin Holloway’s brilliant 
orchestration of Debussy’s En 
Blanc et noir was also on the bill 
last week, and it, too, will be part 
of the tour. Violinist Gil Shaham 
is the traveling guest artist with 
Berg’s Violin Concerto, which was 
last heard as recently as January. 

Taking the Fifth 

How do you get to Carnegie 


Hall? Practice, practice, practice! 
That is where the SFS will be on 
March 23 and 25. At the very least, 
we are being treated to some very 
polished dress rehearsals. In the case 
of the Mahler Fifth, it should evolve 
into something close to definitive 
by the time it makes it to disc. 

The recent performances were 
already pretty amazing from an 
interpretive standpoint. There is a 
take-no-prisoners quality creep¬ 
ing into Tilson Thomas’ ap¬ 
proach. A certain refusal to rhap¬ 
sodize or become overly emotion¬ 
al in Mahler has marked other 
conductors’ versions, but MTT 
avoids sentimentality while still 
pushing the envelope. His daring 
tempos and control of dynamics 
often border on the experimental. 

Despite a rather tentative start, 


the reading evolved with an in¬ 
evitability that soon began to 
make perfect sense. The compli¬ 
cated play between light and dark 
in the first movement was partic¬ 
ularly involving because of the 
conductor’s strict control, and the 
orchestra responded admirably 
with fierce concentration. 

The famous Adagietto seemed 
to move outside the confines of 
time at an incredibly slow speed, 
but it never became cloying. 
Keeping a dry eye during such in¬ 
tensely moving music is often dif¬ 
ficult. Tilson Thomas managed to 
convey an otherworldly power 
that was profound in a much 
sterner way. 

The orchestra also got a head 
start on the upcoming Beethoven 
festival in May by opening the 


concert with two of the compos¬ 
er’s brief marches (heard last Jan¬ 
uary) and Cherubini’s elegant 
Overture to Anacreon; Cherubini 
was a favorite of Beethoven’s. 

Last week saw yet another re¬ 
hearsal of sorts when the orches¬ 
tra reprised My Father Knew 
Charles Ives. John Adams wrote 
the semi-autobiographical trip¬ 
tych on commission from the 
SFS, and it was successful when 
first premiered last year. It seems 
only to have grown in stature 
since then, and MTT and compa¬ 
ny have had plenty of time to per¬ 
fect their performance. The 
evocative and thrilling score was 
performed on the orchestra’s Eu¬ 
ropean tour, also to great acclaim. 
Carnegie Hall audiences have a 
real treat in store. ▼

TT and the San Francisco 
Symphony started their 
; recent concert perfor¬ 
mances of the Mahler Fifth Sym¬ 
phony with a brief presentation 
by Merl Saunders, Jr., handing 
over the orchestra’s Grammy 
award for its Best Classical Per¬ 
formance, of the Third Sympho¬ 
ny. They won the Grammy last 
year for the Sixth. Can they do it 
again next year with their latest 
release? 

It wouldn’t show too much of 
a lack of imagination for the acad¬ 



emy to keep the orchestra on its 
winning streak. The new record¬ 
ing is further evidence of the 
amazingly successful partnership 
of Mahler, MTT and the SFS. 

The Fourth Symphony is easi¬ 
ly the composer’s most accessible 
essay in the genre and the least 
neurotic. The sunny fairy-tale at¬ 
mosphere is conveyed with heart¬ 
felt affection, and the gorgeous 


transparency of the state-of-the- 
art recording is seductive. 

Soprano Laura Claycomb re¬ 
placed Barbara Bonney during 
the concerts from which the disc 
derives, and her wide-eyed de¬ 
scription of a child’s heaven in the 
finale is lovely. Her voice may be a 
little “plummier” than Bonney’s, 
but her phrasing is perfect, with a 
sweet tone. 

It may not be the best of the 
cycle thus far, and there are mo¬ 
ments when MTT loses the mo¬ 
mentum that he has cultivated so 
well in the other symphonies. 
Still, this is clearly the Mahler se¬ 
ries of the new millennium, and it 
would be impossible to ignore or 
leave out of the collection. The 
strings are better than ever, and 
the sound throughout is truly ex¬ 
ceptional. ▼

longterm collaborating sound en¬ 
gineer. They travel in a van, pre¬ 
ferring not to fly.

'Imitation of Life / both versions , on new DVD

ovelist Fanny Hurst was 
the Danielle Steel of the 
1920s and ’30s, hugely 
popular with women but dis¬ 
missed by critics. The movies, 
however, loved her stories: Hu¬ 
moresque became a successful 
Joan Crawford vehicle (’46); 
Back Street was filmed three 
times: with Irene Dunne and 
John Boles (’32); Margaret Sulla- 
van and Charles Boyer (’41); and 
Susan Hayward and John Gavin 
(’61). Her biggest hit, however, 
was Imitation of Life. A new 
DVD contains the Claudette 
Colbert (’34) and Lana Turner 
(’59) versions, allowing for in¬ 
teresting comparisons. 

The plot fundamentals are 
the same: a widowed white 
woman with a little girl meets an 
African-American woman with a 
light-skinned daughter. She al¬ 
lows the black family to move in 
with her, the mother to be her 
maid and babysitter in exchange 
for room and board. The white 
woman becomes successful and 
wealthy, but has difficulties when 
her daughter competes with her 
for the same man. The black 
woman is selfless, humble, and 
troubled by a daughter “passing” 
as white in a racist society. 

The two movies, however, 
couldn’t be more different. Col¬ 
bert’s Bea Pullman has inherited 
a maple-syrup business from her 
husband but struggles to main¬ 
tain sales. Success comes when 
she markets the pancake mix 
prepared by the black Delilah 
(Louise Beavers \ a story inspired 
by the real-life popularity of 
Aunt Jemima Pancake Flour. Bea 
is resourceful, charming, inde¬ 
pendent, and warm. She treats 
Delilah with affection and re¬ 
spect, suggesting, even when the 


script doesn’t, that they’re 
equals. When Bea discovers her 
daughter (Rochelle Hudson) has 
become infatuated with the man 
she planned to marry (Warren 
William), she tells him they can¬ 
not wed. This parallels Delilah’s 
struggles with her daughter’s de¬ 
sire to deny her race. 

The emotional high-points 
are Delilah’s death, which is 
moving despite the manipula¬ 
tion, and her daughter’s (Fredi 
Washington) tearful return for 
her elaborate funeral. In these 
scenes, director John Stahl gives 
full reign to the melodrama. 
Both were lifted for the remake. 

Flame out 

The ’59 version is in lush 
color and casts Turner as Laura 
Meredith, an aspiring Broadway 
actress, admittedly off to a late 
start. It’s one thing for Turner to 
play a film star — she was, after 
all, a very successful one — but 
it’s madness to think she would 
triumph on stage, especially as a 
brilliant comedienne. Despite 
acclaim, wealth, a sensational 
Jean Louis wardrobe; an adoring 
daughter, Susie (Sandra Dee); 
the most loyal domestic in histo¬ 
ry (Juanita Moore as Annie 
Johnson); and an occasional 
prestigious movie role, she isn’t 
fulfilled. Then old flame Steven 
Archer (the exceptionally hand¬ 
some Gavin) returns. But while 
she’s away filming “the greatest 
part since Scarlett O’Hara,” Susie 
falls for Steve. 

Annie’s daughter, Sara Jane 
(the striking, long-legged Susan 
Kohner), resents being black and 
looking white. When her 
boyfriend (Troy Donahue) 
learns the truth, he beats her 
brutally. Annie discovers she’s 
dancing at a seedy club and 
“passing.” Sara Jane leaves, this 
time for Los Angeles, and finds 


work in a nightclub. Annie, now 
seriously ill, locates her again, 
but keeps her secret — Sara Jane 
pretends she is her former nurse¬ 
maid. 

Annie comes home to die, a 
scene that allows Turner to pose 
with more emotion than usual. 
Director Douglas Sirk stages 
Annie’s funeral with splendid 
flamboyance. Mahalia Jackson 
sings movingly. Sara Jane re¬ 
turns, throwing herself on her 
mother’s coffin, sobbing her 
apologies, saying she killed her 
mother. It’s shameless and mov¬ 
ing — just try to resist. 

The Sirk film was made five 
years after the Supreme Court’s 
landmark Brown vs. Board of Ed¬ 
ucation decision ended segregat¬ 
ed schools, yet racism is as 
strong as in Stahl’s production. 
It’s more graphically portrayed, 
however. Kohner makes Sara 
Jane an authentic person, con¬ 
flicted by what she sees in the 
mirror and what she’s told she is 
— and the difference in the lives 
that await her. Both she and 
Moore received Best Supporting 
Actress Oscar nominations. De¬ 
spite being self-effacing and 
apologetic, Moore’s innate digni¬ 
ty imbues Annie with a strength 
that makes her believable. 

Colbert was an incomparably 
better actress than Turner, yet 
Turner’s limitations make her 
fascinating. Sirk sensed that the 
genuine and screen Turners 
could hardly be distinguished, 
and so it is with the stage and ac¬ 
tual Laura Merediths. She suffers 
while dripping noblesse oblige. At 
one point, Susie exclaims, “Oh, 
mother, stop acting!” The movie, 
her last hit, was released shortly 
after Turner’s teenage daughter, 
Cheryl Crane, was convicted of 
murdering mama’s gangster 
lover. Turner’s tearful testimony 
at the trial and revelations about

one of the most erotic scenes in 
gay cinema history, Scudder 
brazenly climbs into Maurice’s 
window late one night. “I know, 
sir,” he whispers, kissing Maurice 
on the lips and chest. “I know...” 

Maurice was groundbreaking 
for more than its happy ending. 
This was not an independent 
film shot by filmmakers who 
fancied themselves cinema radi¬ 
cals. This was a major release 
made by an Oscar-nominated 
director with an international 
reputation. Cast with highly re¬ 
spected actors from British the¬ 
atre, Maurice, a huge hit around 
the world, was a major stepping 
stone for us. It helped pave the 
way for the many positive images 
of us in popular culture that we 
now take for granted, images 
that did not exist prior to 1987. 

The Criterion Collection 
does a beautiful film justice. 
This two-disc set features the 
film letterboxed, uncut, with 
bright, vibrant colors and crys¬ 
tal-clear sound. Disc two fea¬ 
tures interviews with Ivory, the 
three leads, and screenwriter 
Kit Harvey, all of whom discuss 
how they each approached what 
they knew would be a sensitive 
subject.

n the dawn of this new era of 
gay weddings, it’s interesting 
to go back and revisit a work 
that explores not only what gay 
life was like for previous genera¬ 
tions, but what may be the first 
gay love story with a happy end¬ 
ing. 

Maurice was written in the 
1930s by the celebrated British 
novelist E.M. Forster, a favorite 
of director James Ivory. Because 
of its subject matter, it was not 
published until after the au¬ 
thor’s death in 1970, according 
to Ivory in an interview shot for 
this DVD release. 

This beautiful if stately film 
adaptation of Forster’s tale was 
a breath of fresh air when it was 
released during the height of the 
AIDS epidemic. A heartbroken 
and exhausted community em¬ 
braced this lush, lavish and ro¬ 
mantic saga of gay love among 
Edwardian England’s upper 
classes. 

Maurice Hall (James Wilby) 
and Clive Durham (Hugh 
Grant) are schoolmates, and 


deeply in love. Their love of the 
“Oscar Wilde variety” must be 
kept hidden or they will lose 
their status in society. When a 
chum of theirs is sentenced to 
six months in jail for picking up 
a young man in a pub, Durham 
suddenly discovers the “joys” of 
heterosexual married life. 

Heartbroken, Maurice tries 
to accept Durham’s new life, and 
even visits a psychiatrist (Sir Ben 
Kingsley), hoping to be cured. 

While visiting his former love 
and Durham’s new bride, Mau¬ 
rice meets and falls in love with 
working-class Alec Scudder (Ru¬ 
pert Graves), the gamekeeper. In 


her private life 
were magazine 
fodder for years. 
Sirk’s masterful 
blending of 
Turner’s real and 
reel lives adds 
another dimen¬ 
sion to the film 
and makes the 
title, derived 
from a 15th 
century reli¬ 
gious treatise, 
Imitation of 
Christ, even

Night music & piano works by Amadeus on new discs

t’s ironic not just that Salieri is 
I currently having something of 

a comeback, through the advo¬ 
cacy of Cecilia Bartoli, but that it’s 
happening at a time when 
Mozart, with whom Amadeus has 
forever linked him, is taking a bit 
of a break in the recording stu¬ 
dios. 

Even if tomorrow, John 
Ashcroft, say, forbade all further 
recordings of Mozart, there are 
sufficiently fine recordings of 
everything the composer left us in 
the catalogue already. Still, three 
new CDs of the composer’s in¬ 
strumental music have sharp¬ 
ened, if not exactly changed, our 
perception of the boy wonder of 
Salzburg. 

Andrew Manze’s Mozart: Night 
Music (Harmonia Mundi) is of at 
least as much interest for what it 
tells us of the podium potential of 
Manze, a star violinist, as it does 
about the much-recorded music 
on the disc. In his note, the elo¬ 
quent Manze makes a bit too 
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much of a point about how previ¬ 
ous recordings of the composer’s 
night music — serenades, noc¬ 
turnes, and the perennial Eine 
kleine Nachtmusik — overlook the 
darker aspects lurking just behind 
the pieces’ beguiling surfaces. 

First, Mozart’s dark side has 
hardly been overlooked. Second, 
and more important, Manze, who 
has about as bright a tempera¬ 
ment as creative types are allowed, 
himself doesn’t accent Mozart’s 
dark side in these sparkling, en¬ 
gagingly fresh interpretations. 
Even the Adagio and Fugue in C 
Minor, K. 546, which Charles 
Mackerras turned into something 
of a wrist-slasher in his recent 
coupling of the piece with the Re¬ 
quiem, is suffused more with 
Manze’s enthusiasm than 
Mozart’s putative despair. 

But that’s to suggest that 
Manze gets it wrong when the op¬ 
posite is demonstratively true. 
The nearly three-decade-old 
Academy of Ancient Music may 
never have sounded better than 
here, in Manze’s debut conduct¬ 
ing it. Even more to the point, 
every note of these well-known 
works sparkles. They’re first- 
choice readings right down the 
line now, none more so than the 
famous Musical Joke, K. 522, that 
ends the CD. Although it does 
eventually descend into outright 
wrong notes (Mozart’s earthy 
humor was not always the height 
of refinement), the piece first tries 


on the buffoonery of stylistic 
gaucheries. I’ve never heard the 
piece fail, but this was the first 
time in ages it was a LOL moment 
for me. 



Hands solo 

For true Mozartian 
chiaroscuro, look no farther than 
fortepianist Andreas Staier’s new 
CD of Mozart solo piano works 
(Harmonia Mundi). Staier, little- 
known this side of the Atlantic, is 
a bit like the Alfred Brendel of the 
fortepiano (on this disc, a fine 
Monika May copy of an Anton 
Walter instrument from about 
1785), only with a less erratic, 
more gemutlich intellect. 

The CD is a puzzling selection 
of early, unfinished, uncharacter¬ 
istic, and then late, great pieces. 
Beyond the curiosities are an im¬ 
portant early sonata in E-flat, K 
282, the C-minor Fantasie, K. 475 
and the C-minor Sonata, K. 457. 
Staier goes from a transfixing ac¬ 
count of the Fantasy directly into 
the Sonata without a pause. His 
playing is pellucid, non-didactic 
and heart-stopping in its eccentric 
beauties and side-swiping musical 
insights. 

After the Baroque composers, 
Mozart has benefited most from 
the work of historically-minded 
musicians. These two CDs, from 
the third generation of early- 
music specialists, find them in 
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peak form: relaxed, flexible, and 
therefore engaging musicians. Yet, 
for all that, the recent Mozart CD 
I have returned to most often is 
Hyperion’s CD of the two Mozart 
Piano Quartets, K 478 in G minor 
and K 493 in E-flat, with London’s 
stellar Leopold String Trio and the 
rapidly rising young British pi¬ 
anist Paul Lewis. These four mod¬ 
ern-instrument musicians regu¬ 
larly appear in other ensembles. 
So their collaboration here, which 
transpires at a lofty level, is busi¬ 
ness as usual for them. 

Together they rise to the tech¬ 
nical rigors with fervor, acuity and 
brio. Different as the two quartets 
are in character, they’re such con¬ 
fident pieces that, while listening 
to each, one finds it even better 
than the other. The vigorous outer 



movements find the musicians al¬ 
most matching the composer in 
sheer fecundity of imagination. 
But it’s the curling chromaticisms 
of the G-minor’s central Andante 
and the arresting harmonies of 
the E-flat’s searching Larghetto 
that lodge in the memory. ▼

particular piece dealing with the 
death of Guthrie’s mother res¬ 
onated, as Ian, too, had lost her 
mother. The sparsely arranged 
and eloquently plaintive “I Hear 
You Sing Again” resulted. 

A third particularly potent song 
was based on Matthew Shepard’s 
murder. The lyrics had sat in Ian’s 
notebook for almost a decade, yet 
once in the studio, it was complet¬ 
ed in the first take. The haunting 
words and bluesy, jazz-inflected 
arrangement make “Matthew” 
powerfully elegiac: “Who did he 
harm, what was the crime?/Did he 
walk too lightly, did he seem too 
shy?/Did he make them wonder 
deep inside?/Did they feel like real 
men when he died?” 

The last year has been a busy 
one for the 52-year-old singer: re¬ 
mastering her back catalogue and 
assembling a live CD, Working 
Without a Net, in addition to writ¬ 
ing and recording Billie’s Bones. As 
well, DAW Books published Stars, 
a science-fiction anthology based 
on her songs that Ian co-edited 
and contributed to. “I grew up 
reading science-fiction,” she told 
me. “My mom and dad were avid 
readers of the genre, and that was 
what was on the bookshelves.” 


Last summer, she and her part¬ 
ner Pat Snyder made internation¬ 
al news when they got married in 
Toronto. Following how the issue 
has played out in San Francisco, 
she “is interested to see civil dis¬ 
obedience being practiced in this 
way, with the mayor being so clear 
it’s a civil rights issue, and doing 
the right thing.” 

Now managing herself and no 
longer on a major label, these days 
she sells her music primarily after 
concerts and off her website. De¬ 
spite selling millions of records 
for Verve, Capitol, Columbia, and 
Windham Hill, she never once re¬ 
ceived royalties on her previous 17 
albums. Looking on the positive 
side, she said “they did invest an 
enormous amount of money be¬ 
fore I made them any, but one 
wishes the profit margins were 
not so steep.” 

Ian’s upcoming appearance at 
Freight and Salvage on March 20 is 
a return to that venue. She last per¬ 
formed there in 1996. Steve Baker, 
the presenter, told me, “We’re glad 
to have her return. While most 
people know of her for her singing 
and songwriting, she’s also a 
world-class guitarist. Why quote 
me when you can quote [the late] 
Chet Atkins, who said, ‘You ought 
to listen to her play that guitar; she 
runs rings around me!”’ Tickets:

Why You Should Give a Damn 
About Gay Marriage by Davina 
Kotulski, Ph.D.; Advocate Books, 
S12.95 

o you have that clueless rela¬ 
tive who asks you every fam¬ 
ily reunion, “So, when are 
you getting married?” Given the 
way things are going, in a few years, 
you, as a homosexual, can either re¬ 
spond, “Sorry, but it’s against the 
Constitution ” or. “I’m getting mar¬ 
ried next June and will be sure to 
invite you.” Even if “I prefer being 
single” is the answer you’d give, 
Davina Kotulski’s Why You Should 
Give a Damn About Gay Marriage 
will have you jumping on the gay 
marriage bandwagon. 

A self-described marriage ac¬ 
tivist, Kotulski tackles this loaded 
and legally labyrinthine issue with 
easy-to-understand, lively, con¬ 
versational prose. She explains 
that 1,049 Federal rights come 
with the contract of marriage, in¬ 
cluding Social Security benefits 
and inheritance tax relationships. 
Neatly spelling out how and why 
marriage and nothing but mar¬ 
riage is called for, Kotulski makes 
perfectly clear the second-class 
nature of the various “marriage 
lites ” like Vermont’s civil unions 
or Hawaii’s reciprocal beneficia- 


several measures. One of them 
was this study, commissioned 
through an outside research facil¬ 
ity [the John Jay College of Crim¬ 
inal Justice], so I knew that it was 
going to happen. The book was 
supposed to come out last De¬ 
cember, so the timing now is 
great. It’s the only favor the bish¬ 
ops have given me so far. Interest¬ 
ingly, the study covers the 
Catholic Church in America from 
1950 to the present, and so does 
my book: the exact same ground, 
the exact same series of events. In 
my book, I conclude that the 
numbers are much higher than 
they’re now talking about. 

Our Fathers reads like a novel of 
intrigue, but the story is true. 

My first thought was that none 
of the priests who did this, and 
none of the bishops who enabled 
them, went into the priesthood 
for those reasons. Something had 
happened to them, and I wanted 
to find out what that was. So I de¬ 
cided that I had to locate every¬ 
body in this narrative from a peri¬ 
od of innocence, original inno¬ 
cence — kind of Catholicism an 
its head. Then I felt I had to hear 
their voices really closely. The first 
model that I chose was the Truth 
and Reconciliation Commissions 
in South Africa, Guatemala, Chile 
and Argentina. There was an 
awful history in those places, in¬ 
volving people from all sides of 
the community. In order to get 
beyond that, people had to be able 
to speak their truths about they 
think got them there. I wanted to 
let people talk without judging 
them. I got gay priests, guilty 
priests, angry priests, criminal 
priests and totally innocent 
priests, including the gay priests. I 
tried to understand the bishops, 
like Cardinal Law in Boston, who 
allowed this to happen, seemed to

ries, and the scary status of “legal 
strangers” even after years of 
demonstrable commitment. 

With such a hot-button issue, 
the book inevitably lacks the most 
recent developments; however, 
the history and thorough intro¬ 
duction Kotulski’s slim book 
brings to the subject, covering 
everything from the gist of prece¬ 
dent-setting court rulings, adop¬ 
tion, and transsexual, bi-national 
and military-related marriage 
concerns, provide a solid and 
speedy argument for why you 
should give a damn about saying, 
“I do.” Frankly, Dr. Kotulski, I do 
give a damn — some 1,049 damns 
and counting. T

encourage this to happen, and 
seemed to take such an adversari¬ 
al stance towards ordinary 
Catholics. 

The actual architecture for the 
book comes from Randy Shilts’ 
And the Band Played On. I was a 
friend of Randy’s, I edited him at 
the New York Native all those years 
ago. It’s a brilliant structure that’s 
never been used since, and I 
found out why. It’s incredibly dif¬ 
ficult to know that much. Randy 
was so brilliant, and his instinct 
for reporting was dead-on. For 
me, it was a lot of work to try to 
do that. That structure tells the 
story in vignettes, and builds vi¬ 
gnette upon vignette. This al¬ 
lowed me to understand the emo¬ 
tional journeys that the priests 
took into abuse, into the recogni¬ 
tion of their abuse, into their ef¬ 
forts at penance. It was surprising 
to me because it made me kind of 
like some of these guys. I devel¬ 
oped a kind of human respect for 
Cardinal Law, for example. I felt 
sorry for him. The tragedy of his 
life: the arc is so pure and dra¬ 
matic. 

You write that, in 1992, "Ameri¬ 
can Catholics still bought into the 
clerical system, which presumed 
that priests were somehow differ¬ 
ent and apart from ordinary hu¬ 
mans. 77 Law is certainly in that 
category. Do you think that in the 
dozen years that have passed since 
then, that attitude has changed? 

I think it has changed among 
the lay Catholic. I don’t think it’s 
changed among the old guard in 
the Church. I think the tragedy of 


Cardinal Law’s struggle is that he 
tried to shed himself of that. We 
see that in the closed discussions 
he had at the end, when he was 
besieged and reviled by everybody 
in his archdiocese, by everybody 
in America, really. He was the face 
of the ogre priest. He was meeting 
with this group of victims who 
were saying to him, “You’ve got to 
do better. You’ve got to save your 
church.” I really believe that he 
tried, but he couldn’t shed this 
heavy carapace of the clerical 
robes, of the cardinal’s mane. He 
was stuck with it. 

When, in reality, he's just a man. 
Good or bad. 

Absolutely, and part of him 
knows that. It was like a radio sig¬ 
nal coming in and out. You’d see a 
flash of recognition, and it was al¬ 
most human. These guys who 
were counseling him, they had be¬ 
come his confessors in a way. Fi¬ 
nally, that last night when they 
met with him and they tried one 
last time, he stood up, knowing he 
had to resign, and left the room. 

The priests who were ordained 
from 1960-’69, and the people 
they ministered through the ’60s, 
70s and ’80s, when most of this 
crime spree took place — since 
then, I think all of American cul¬ 


ture and society has become less 
reverential for authority, even re¬ 
ligious authority. The priesthood 
has changed dramatically. Most of 
that teaching about the priest 
being transformed by ordination 
into God on Earth has gone by the 
wayside. That’s not necessarily to 
say that it’s been dropped from 
the theology of Catholicism. 

In fact, the priesthood itself 
has acknowledged that these guys 
are sexual beings, and that they 
have to be counseled as such, who 
are trying something really diffi¬ 
cult with celibacy. They changed 
that rule in 1985. Before that, 
there was no discussion among 
the priests. I think we look at 
priests now as being more ordi¬ 
nary. It’s not just because of the 
abuse crisis. I think it’s just the 
way we deal now with most au¬ 
thority. 

As a reader, I found myself in a 
constant state of shock with each 
new revelation. One of the most 
shocking events was when Gary 
Bergeron's elderly father admitted 
to being abused by a priest when 
he was a boy. 

I was there when the dad said 
that. It blew me away. I kept saying, 
“I’m shocked.” And I kept think-

Gay carnival master 

Saint-Saens unbound on new disc

Camille Saint-Saens: The Carni¬ 
val of the Animals; Septet • Re- 
naud & Gautier Capugon, Em¬ 
manuel Pahud, Paul Meyer, et al.

t’s hard to believe that Camille 
if Saint-Saens actually forbade 

public performances of his 
“grand zoological fantasy,” Le 
Carnival des Animaux, during his 
lifetime. Only the much-loved “Le 
Cygne” (“The Swan”), just one of 
the work’s 14 musical portraits of 
the animal kingdom, was allowed 
public airing. If “The Swan” has 
become the most popular of the 
Carnival’s fantastic portraits — it 
has been performed on every in¬ 
strument imaginable, including 
the early electronic theremin — it 
is not because the other inhabi¬ 
tants of Saint-Saens’ zoo are less 
deserving of attention. The whole 
work, espoci illy as heard here in 
its original chamber ensemble 
arrangement for 11 instruments 
including harmonica and xylo¬ 
phone, is a kick and a half. 

Perhaps Saint-Saens’ reluc¬ 
tance to appear as lighthearted 
and whimsical as his music reveals 
him to be was due to a desire to 
maintain credibility in the face of 
potential criticism for his homo¬ 
sexuality. Like Tchaikovsky, the 
French composer at first resisted 
marriage. Then, nearing the age of 


40, he suddenly became infatuat¬ 
ed with 19-year-old Marie Laure 
Truffot. Any groom who immedi¬ 
ately sends his young wife home 
to live with his mother, claiming 
he’s too busy with his music for a 
honeymoon, may be suspected of 
a preoccupation with extra-musi¬ 
cal affairs. 

Saint-Saens reportedly treated 
his wife quite badly until she bore 
him two children. Alas, both died 
in their infancy, the two-year-old 
falling out the window, his baby 
brother succumbing to illness six 
weeks later. S-S blamed his wife 
for their deaths, walked out on 
her and never saw her again. After 
his mother died, he contemplated 
suicide, choosing instead to travel. 
He eventually settled in Algiers, 
where he purportedly befriended 
many a young lad. 

Ass menagerie 

The work begins with the Royal 
March of the Lion, then goes on to 
describe chickens and cocks, tor¬ 
toises, an elephant, kangaroos, an 
aquarium, a cuckoo, and such un¬ 
tamable beasts as wild asses and pi¬ 
anists. The latter section contains 
elements of self-parody, the com¬ 
poser having first come to public 
attention as a 10-year-old piano 
prodigy who matured to make 
part of his living as a virtuoso or¬ 
ganist. Liszt called him the greatest 
organist in the world. The music 
varies from the magical (the bub¬ 
bling water of the aquarium, the 
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graceful lines of the swan) to the 
hilarious (braying asses and the 
final assault of the menagerie). 
Each portrait is unveiled with a 
fresh sense of wonder. 

The ensemble, dominated by 
the Capu^on team of violinist Re- 
naud and his cellist brother Gau¬ 
tier, and seconded by pianists 
Frank Braley and Michel Dalber- 
to, plays superbly. They launch 
into Saint-Saens’ music with great 



vigor, having riotous fun with the 
Carnival’s excesses while subtly 
conveying its delicate moments. 

The players are equally spirit¬ 
ed in the last work on the disc, the 
wonderfully lighthearted Septet. 
In-between, we hear three charm¬ 
ing light works. They include a 
fantasie for violin and harp, and 


two pieces for cello and piano. 
Gautier Capu^on and Braley also 
perform Georges Papin’s tran¬ 
scription of Saint-Saens’ great aria 
from Samson et Dalila, “Mon 
coeur s’ouvre a ta voix.” 

Saint-Saens’ music is often 
subject to disparagement. Anyone 
listening to this disc will discover 
a newfound appreciation for the 
beauty he could create on a good 
day. T

civil-union ceremony in Vermont, 
it capped in happy fashion a tu¬ 
multuous few years. The coaster 
ride began with the illness and 
death in November 2000 of play¬ 
wright Gary Bonasorte, his part¬ 
ner of 10 years, from AIDS-relat- 
ed lymphoma. 

“Then 9/11 happened, and my 
mother got sick the very next day, 
but you couldn’t travel. She died 
very quickly. Later the same 
month they said, ‘You have lung 
cancer.’ I had just met Tom, and 
on our third date, I told him I was 
going to have surgery in 10 days, 
fully understanding if he said, 
‘That’s terrible. Give me a ring 
when you’re feeling better.’ But he 
said, ‘I’ll be there for you if you 
like,’ and I said, ‘Yes, I think I’d like 
that very much.’ ” 

At 65, McNally is 15 years Kir- 
dahy’s senior, but a cautious ques¬ 
tion about “passion” brought a 
quick response. “I’m not boasting, 


but there is plenty of sexual pas¬ 
sion as far as Tom and I are con¬ 
cerned.” 

McNally likes being partnered. 
“I met Edward Albee when I was 
18 at Columbia University, so I’ve 
hardly ever not been in a relation¬ 
ship. I have a healthy sexual ap¬ 
petite, and I can’t say I dislike it 
when I’ve not been in a relation¬ 
ship, but it just seems I’m attract¬ 
ed to people who want to make an 
emotional commitment.” 

Playwright Edward Albee was 
indeed McNally’s very first 
boyfriend — a relationship that 
began shortly after McNally ar¬ 
rived in New York from an “op¬ 
pressive” Corpus Christi, Texas. 
Albee would become famous dur¬ 
ing their years together, but at this 
point he was just beginning to 
theatrically buzz. 

“I met him at a party, a theater 
party, and he asked if I wanted to 
share a cab home. It was a very 
cold night, and he said, ‘Would 
you like to come up for coffee or a 
drink,’ and I said something like, 
‘Are you sure your wife won’t 


mind?’ I was just positive he was 
straight. My gaydar still doesn’t go 
off when I see Edward.” 

Although they were together 
over a period of years, McNally 
qualifies the nature of their union. 
“I cannot emphasize enough that 
when I met Edward, I was 18. He 
was my first boyfriend, so I had so 
little experience. I don’t count my 
relationship with Edward as seri¬ 
ously as some of my other rela¬ 
tionships. I was a kid, and I 
thought all you did was smoke 
cigarettes and get drunk owery 
night. I thought that was what 
maturity was.” 

Although McNally talks openly 
about his relationship with Albee, 
he declined to be interviewed by 
veteran New York Times writer Mel 
Gussow for a 1999 authorized bi¬ 
ography of Albee. “I said I didn’t 
want to be interviewed for it be¬ 
cause, I told him, I’m going to 
write my own book one day. 
Maybe I will, but those are good 
stories, and I’m not going to waste 
them on Mel Gussow.”

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ing, “How could I be shocked?” I 
mean, with all I’ve learned. 

Late in the crisis in Boston, the 
attorney finally convinced the 
archdiocese that they had to re¬ 
lease not just the files on priests 
accused of molesting minors, but 
also the files on priests accused of 
any sexual impropriety. Dozens of 
names were produced. Not one of 
them involved a consensual sexu¬ 
al act. Most of them also involved 
minors who grew up into adults, 
but the abuse continued. Father 
Foley was the most shocking of 
those cases. He had an affair with a 


woman who had'had a lobotomy. 
He fathered two children with her. 
He was there, in her bed, when she 
overdosed on drugs, and left her in 
the bed to die, with her children in 
cribs in the apartment. And he was 
still a priest in the Boston Arch¬ 
diocese! It’s shocking. 

There are priests who are in- 
fantilized adults. They are unso¬ 
cialized. They are taught that the 
world exists in confined, theolog¬ 
ical patterns, and when things 
don’t fit in those patterns, they 
just disregard them. The world of 
theology, devoid of the secular 
world, is a dangerous place. 

How did writing this book affect 
your own faith? 


I’m not a man of faith. I’m not 
at all religious, and never have 
been. It’s not that I had a bad ex¬ 
perience with my church. My par¬ 
ents were Episcopalian. It just 
never clicked for me. I never got 
it. It’s not that [writing Our Fa¬ 
thers] gave me any more or less 
faith, but ironically I learned re¬ 
spect for faith. I think it’s a book 
about faith. Maybe in a generic or 
secular way, I think I learned 
about the human soul. If spiritual 
faith isn’t connected to the human 
soul, then I think it becomes dan¬ 
gerous. I’ve tried to find the places 
where they were connected, and 
those were the dramatic narra¬ 
tives that I tried to braid together 
in the book. T

Director Jim Warner's busy

n 1961, Jim R. Warner directed 

the first national touring com¬ 
pany of The Fantasticks, which 
ended its run that year at the 
Marines Memorial Theatre in San 
Francisco. Today, the 70-year-old 
director, now retired in Palm 
Springs, continues to practice his 
craft by directing local communi¬ 
ty theatre. 

In Palm Springs, he acted in 
Top Hat Playhouse’s The Best Lit¬ 
tle Whorehouse in Texas, and pro¬ 
duced the musical melodrama 
spoof The Bad, The Worse, and the 
Broccoli, which appeared at local 
resorts and assisted-living facili¬ 
ties in Coachelia Valley. Warner 
also directed the often-produced 
Love Letters and the musical revue 
Bits V Pieces at the Oasis Resort. 

Warner spent some 30 years in 
children’s, community, and pro¬ 
fessional theatre in Los Angeles, 
Chicago and New York. He took a 
long respite from theatre when he 
was a magazine editor in Los An¬ 
geles. He earned a Master’s degree 
in Theatre from Occidental Col¬ 
lege in LA. While an employee of 
Walt Disney Studios, he created 
the Disney Players, a community- 
theatre group for studio employ¬ 
ees. 

He created The Three Crowns 
Theatre in St. Thomas, Virgin Is¬ 
lands. There, he was producer for 
four years and directed such 
shows as The Glass Menagerie, 
Mary, Mary, and The Owl and the 
Pussycat. During that period he 
served on the board of directors 
of the Ballet Theater of the Virgin 
Islands, and directed its annual 
productions. 

The director generally stays 
away from doing gay theatre. But 
in 2002, he read an award-winning 
two-character [ lay that has one 
gay character, Visiting Mr. Green 
by Jeff Baron. It appeared off- 
Broadway in 1997, and featured 
Eli Wallach in the non-gay role. 

Warner read it, and loved it 
immediately. He couldn’t find a 
theater in Palm Springs to present 
it, so he linked up with a tiny the¬ 
ater in Morongo Valley (in the 
high desert, about 30 minutes 
from Palm Springs) called Groves 
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Warner is an 'insatiable romantic.' 


Cabin Theatre. The play did very 
well, and drew raves. In December 
2003, Visiting Mr. Green captured 
four Desert Stars Awards, be¬ 
stowed by the Desert Theatre 
League in Palm Springs. Green 
won for Outstanding Drama, 
Outstanding Director, Outstand¬ 
ing Actor and Outstanding Sup¬ 
porting Actor. 

Green drew much of the same 
crowd that made the movie Sor¬ 
did Lives a smash hit in Palm 
Springs. “The play not only deals 
with the universal themes of 
friendship, love, and family that 
everyone identifies with,” Warner 
said, “it was of particular interest 
to members of the senior and gay 
communities here in the desert.” 

Art action 

Not one to rest on his laurels, 
the former dancer and actor 
wanted another “knock-your- 
socks-off” play to direct. His 
choices narrowed to two plays, Art 
and Proof. Warner directed Art at 
Groves Cabin Theatre, ending its 
run December 14. The play by 
Yasmina Reza, and translated by 
Christopher Hampton, won the 
Moliere Award in France, the 
Olivier Award in England, and the 
Tony Award in the US. While a 
pure white, 5-foot-by-4-foot 
painting serves as the centerpiece 
of Art’s action, the black comedy 
is not so much about art. It’s 
mostly about the bonds of friend¬ 
ship, and how minor events can 
sometimes threaten longtime re- 


McNally in SF 
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McNally, in fact, thinks his 
memoirs would make for an in¬ 
teresting book “But I’m 65 and 
still feel too young,” he said. “I 
think it will happen when I don’t 
have a play to write.” 

Dream works 

In addition to his NCTC com¬ 
mission, he has agreed to write a 
play for the Sundance Institute, is 
preparing for the world-premiere 
of his play Dedication, or The Stuff 
of Dreams at the Williamstown 
Theater Festival, is working on re¬ 
visions for the current New York 
run of The Stendahl Syndrome, 
and is hoping to write a new mu¬ 
sical “with some very good peo¬ 
ple” he would not reveal. And he’s 
planning on seeing Rita Moreno 
as Maria Callas when his Tony- 
winning Master Class opens at 
Berkeley Rep in May. 

Two of McNally’s Tonys have 
come from writing the book for 
musicals, Ragtime and Kiss of the 
Spider Woman. His latest foray into 
musicals, A Man of No Importance, 


is adapted from the 1994 movie 
starring Albert Finney as a closeted 
Dubliner in the early 1960s. 

“People are always saying,‘Oh, 
you’re writing musicals,’ like 
you’re slumming. To me, it’s a 
very specific craft. I write the 
characters in these musicals with 
every bit the same passion, com¬ 
mitment and dedication as I do in 
an original play of mine.” 

A Man of No Importance, with 
songs by McNally’s Ragtime col¬ 
laborators Lynn Ahrens and 
Stephen Flaherty, tells the story of 
Alfie Byrne, a middle-aged bache¬ 
lor living with a sister who is al¬ 
ways fussing at him to find a girl. 
By day a bus conductor, he 
blooms at night as a community 
theatre impresario, where he has 
plans to stage Oscar Wilde’s Sa¬ 
lome, to the displeasure of local 
church authorities. In the end, 
Alfie takes a first step into the 
world as a gay man. 

“In the movie, he’s sort of re¬ 
jected by everybody, and in my 
version, his friends and the acting 
company come back,” McNally 
said. “I think when people really 
know us, and we are decent peo¬ 
ple, they are there for us. I loved it

lationships. 

“Directing at Groves is both a 
thrill and a challenge,” Warner 
told the B.A.R. “On the plus side, 
Groves is wonderfully intimate; 
the audience is right at the edge of 
the acting area, much like theatre- 
in-the-half-round.” Another as¬ 
pect of directing at the Cabin is 
“the type of productions that can 
be done. Many community the¬ 
aters aren’t in a position to take 
chances on doing dramas. At 
Groves, a director has the option 
of doing something that’s serious 
theatre.” 

What made him direct Proof, 
which opened in January? “As a 
piece of theater, Proof pushed my 
buttons, because I’m an insatiable 
romantic and very sentimental,” 
Warner said. “I have to confess to 
being a sucker for a well-plotted 
‘boy gets girl, boy loses girl, boy 
gets girl’ play. Most everyone has 
lived out that particular scenario 
and identifies with that kind of 
story.” 

The centerpiece of the play is 
Catherine’s knowledge that she 
inherited her father’s brilliance, 
and her fear that she will be over¬ 
come by the mental illness he 
began showing in his 20s. The title 
refers to a mathematical proof 
comparable to Einstein’s Theory 
of Relativity which may or may 
not have been written by Cather¬ 
ine. Proof by David Auburn 
opened on Broadway in 2000, and 
won the year’s top prizes: the Tony 
for Best Play and the Pulitzer 
Prize for Drama. 

Warner admits to “being anal” 
about his productions. “No detail 
required to convey the message of 
the playwright exactly can be 
overlooked. This applies to all the 
facets of the play, the set, the 
props, the costumes, everything.” 

He cited an example in Green. 
“I drove the cast and crew crazy. 
The script called for a tea kettle to 
whistle at a specific point in the 
play. Determined as I am, the 
water was constantly re-measured 
and the heating time altered until 
that damn whistle was heard ex¬ 
actly when the script called for it 
to blow.” 

For Warner, the proof of a play 
is in the directing. He is motivat¬ 
ed by “the creative drive, that 


when your mayor said, ‘I wish the 
President would come to San 
Francisco and just talk to three or 
four of these hundreds of couples 
standing in line in the rain.’ Be¬ 
cause of the enormous coming- 
out process over the last 20 or 30 
years, you can’t demonize gay 
people anymore.” 

McNally has become a fan of 
marriage in ways he didn’t expect. 
“Tom and I thought we were 
doing it as a political gesture, and 
we have found so much more 
happiness in our relationship. The 
support from our friends, gay and 
straight, has been overwhelming.” 

But he tempers this nuptial 
glow with some political prioritiz¬ 
ing. “I think the No. 1 issue facing 
Americans, gay and straight, is get¬ 
ting rid of George Bush. No. 2 is 
this Constitutional marriage 
amendment, and No. 3 is that in six 
months my marriage to Tom will 
be recognized in all 50 states.” ▼

wonderful force that drives all 
artists; the insatiable drive to cre¬ 
ate and strive for perfection in 
one’s chosen art. 

“I have danced, sang, acted and 
been a technician in the theatre, 
but nothing to me is more re¬ 
warding than directing a play,” he 
said. “To take the playwright’s 
words, interpret them, lead my ac¬ 
tors through that interpretation, 


see them grow into the parts, and 
then have the audience respond to 
what they see — be it with tears, 
laughter, and/or with thunderous 
applause — is a magnificent feel¬ 
ing that is beyond description.” 

Warner’s next production is 
slated to open in a Palm Springs 
venue. “I haven’t gotten all my 
ducks in a row yet,” he said, “but 
it looks like a go.” ▼

H ow long will it last? Publisher 
Charlie Anders and Editor An- 
nalee Newitz have struck 
alt.cool gold with other, formerly “the 
magazine for people who defy cate¬ 
gories,” now serving up “pop culture 
and politics for the new outcasts.” 
Outcasts who 
defy categories 
describes me 
and most of my 
friends, so al¬ 
ready this new 
’zine speaks my 
language. 

In their first 
issue from June 
2003 they gave 
us Jordy Jones (trans community ad¬ 
vocate/queer cultural critic) on “Hed- 
wig’s Six Inches.” Jones observes that 
transsexual R&B songwriter Veronica 
Klaus has made the point that when 
male to female genital surgery goes 
wrong, “the results are not angry inch¬ 
es, but shallow holes.” Now you know 
the truth. Sweet dreams just before 
your operation! 

Also in that ish Poetry Editor 
Daphne Gottlieb’s “Pornography” 
serves up fiction about a lap dancer 
and her clients. A trick declares: 
“‘There, there ... it’s all going to be 
okay,” but to our hero “it doesn’t 
sound like he believes a single word.” 
Imagine that daddy on the lady’s lap 
being George W. Bush — repulsion; 
repugnance: you get the ill feeling. 

Issue two of other came out as the 
U.S. went to war in Iraq, so it has a re¬ 
bellious feel. Poet goddess Michelle 
Tea contributed “The Beautiful,” with 
the telling generational lines: “ameri- 
ca / what shitty parents you were. / we 
have to / run away / again and again / 
we keep / coming back / to see if you 
missed us / but you didn’t / even know 
/ we were gone.” 

Issue three had my all-time fa¬ 
vorite cover art and inside spread, a 
portrait/portfolio by Suzi Chang of 
“Javier,” who is other physically, and 
so beautiful it hurts. In the same ish 
gayboy Kirk Read offers a steamy- 
sweet hetero sex piece involving six 
foot three Jed at seventeen, who goes 
through two gallons of milk a week, 
and “Lil puppy girl” Winnie. We get 
shaved scalps with scars, nightcrawler 
collecting, awkward attempts at fuck¬ 
ing, and then one of the hottest finger- 
slurpin’ sex scenes since Georges 
Bataille’s Story of the Eye. 

Now comes issue 4 and the art 
piece “Saints and Sinners” with images 
by Kyle Ranson, who’s interviewed by 
Lori Spears, demonstrating that Mel 
Gibson isn’t the only sadist into per¬ 
verted religious iconography. “Jesus, 
saints and sinners seem to be a recur¬ 
ring theme in your works,” Ransons 
says to Spears. “What do you say to the 
critics who think your art is gruesome, 
violent or sacrilegious?” Ranson: 
“Who fucking cares if 1 paint a picture 
of Jesus with a hard-on? Some people 
do. I wasn’t raised in a religious house¬ 
hold but my grandmother was very, 
very Catholic. Jesus was being cruci¬ 
fied in every room.” 

Those stories you’ve heard about 
Catholic boys using crucifixes to did¬ 
dle themselves ... well, that’s purely 
superstition. ▼

But it goes a lot further 
than that, with many of its str8 (to 
use the au courant label) guys 
bending yesteryear’s strict bound¬ 
aries into more elastic, and cer¬ 
tainly more pleasurable parame¬ 
ters of acceptable male contact. 

Back in Stonewall days, I not 
only resisted, but on political 
grounds resented gay men who 
coveted str8s. I couldn’t fathom 
what was lacking in the sexual 
identity we were constructing 
that we needed from them; it 
smacked of gay as somehow 
handicapped. Well, the 
movement has progressed, 
and even I’ve become 
more elastic. Now I 
know what str8 guys 
have to offer. There’s a 
lot of really fine dicks on 
str8 guys, and they’re 
not above 
showing it 
off. And, 
as Str8 
Guys Exposed, Vol. 1 demon¬ 
strates, some of them have a gen¬ 
uine desire to get it on with their 
buddies. 

The show starts out on one of 
those highpoints. Tom is a solid¬ 
ly humpy young athlete, probably 
a linebacker. He’s in the shower, 
working up a woodie, and al¬ 
though he’s only mildly success¬ 
ful, that plump bit of penis sure is 
lovely to behold. Joining him is 
Marc, who’s exceptionally hand¬ 
some and even more built than 
Tom. The tattoo on his arm an¬ 
nounces Ins membership in a 
wrestling club, and, like Tom and 
several other guys in this movie, 
he’s got a wrestler’s thick, solid 
physique. It’s nice that he’s trans¬ 
ferring a wrestler’s expertise at 
body contact to a more rewarding 
forum. He and Tom also exempli¬ 
fy Robert Browning’s dictum that 
“a man’s reach should succeed in 
grasp,” for they’re immediately 
locked together, kissing passion¬ 
ately, manhandling each other’s 



hard bodies, and pumping their 
buddy’s corpulent cock. You 
know you’ve aimed successfully 
when your grasp has a cock in it. 

If this expansion of st8 behav¬ 
ior beyond jackoff is 
surprising, grab 
something to hold 
onto, because in an¬ 
other couple of min- 
, utes they’re sucking 
cock with a frenzy. 
Not such a straight 
thing to do, huh? This is 
also 

where we 
come to a 
hallmark 
of the “str8-boy-jacks-off movie.” 
There’s het porn playing on a 
nearby TV, so we have to endure 
the Chihuahua yapping of some 
gal getting screwed. A small price 
to pay, perhaps, and seemingly 
necessary. Although astounding- 
ly amorous, this pair can’t 
(won’t?) proceed to fucking. So 
they watch the porn and jack off, 
side by side on the bed. This gives 
us a swell chance to appraise and 
contrast their remarkable 
physiques and cocks, as well as 
enjoy with full view their appre¬ 
ciable explosions. 

Slick willie 

Second up is Kevin, a dark¬ 
haired coverboy with a cock of 
steel that makes a sharp Snap! 
against armored abs when he lets 
go of it. I really like, too, that he 
watches his dick, not the porn. 
When str8 dudes focus on some¬ 
thing external beyond their 
buddy or their dick, it somehow 
excludes me. Kevin really wrestles 


his rigid, slick spike, fighting 
against the sensation while 
chokin’ it all the harder. And at 
That Moment, he throttles it 
brusquely at the base, so the head 
bulges out just a second before 
the cum bulges out. He’s a three- 
ring circus all in one place. 

Then we get Chris, another 
linebacker, humpy and even more 
fatly hung. He says he needs the 
porn, and it works: standing over 
a glass coffee-table so we can see 
the underside of his big, bubble¬ 
headed cock, he drops his load on 
the glass with a splat. 

Then there’s Mark, a raver boy 
with frosted hair and a very big 
dildo, thicker and longer than a 
wine bottle, and not tapered. It’s a 
size I’ve yet to see a str8 boy use, 
so this is either a first for me, or 
an exception to the casting. Mark 
rides the rubber colossus like a 
pogo-stick, slamming shank to 
sphincter, while demonstrating 
his skill in every known position.

Five other young men follow, 
with a side-by-side trio asserting 
their str8ness by not looking at 
each other, and burly Scott spurt¬ 
ing volcanically, leaving in his 
sternum a great puddle of cum 
that’s just begging to be scarfed 
up, but which lies untouched. If 
these routines aren’t the sensa¬ 
tions that preceded, they certain¬ 
ly aren’t rest stops. But gear up for 
the finale: chunky Pascal and 
darkly handsome Luc are str8 
guys with no boundaries. If this is 
bisexuality, it’s well-practiced and 
avid. They kiss, caress, suck and 
69, and then Pascal gets fucked by 
Luc’s long, long, slender cock, 
Pascal grinding his ass onto Luc. 
Really shows how times change. 
Marriage will be swell for gays. 
And it’s awfully nice for a str8 guy 
to have a fuckbuddy. Now we 
know why the sexual label 
“straight” needs to be spelled dif¬ 
ferently these days: there’s a 
whole new world of str8 things a 
guy can be doing.
